Wants Big Oil 
Tank in Upper Falls 

A public hearing was held before 
the Board of Aldermen on Monday 
night on the petition of the New Eng- 
land Pipe Company for a permit to 
install four underground fuel tanks 
at their property off Needham st. be- 
tween Newton Highlands and Newton 
Upper Falls, and to store therein 40,- 
000 gallons of fuel oil. The locus 
was given as the rear of 109 Need- 
ham st. Thomas Shepherd of New- 
tonville spoke in favor of the peti- 
tion. He said he represented the Cit- 
ies Service Company which would 
own the tanks. He stated that this 
company has built up a large fuel oil 
business in Newton and it was proved 
last winter that having to haul oil 
from Cambridge or Braintree is a 
great handicap. 

Mr. Shepherd said he would not 
argue that the oil tanks will not make 
a fire hazard, or that Diey will not in- 
crease traffic, but his company has 
selected the most suitable site in the 
city. It is located 300 feet from the 
street and 250 feet from the nearest 
building. Alderman Temperley in- 
quired if the charter of the Concrete 
Pipe Company permits it to engage 
in an oil business. A representative 
of that company said the charter of 
the company is very broad and does 
permit it to engage in such a type 
of business. 

Alderman McKay said he did not 
recall the hearing having been au- 
thorized by the Board of Aldermen, 
and his first knowledge of it was 
only a couple of days previous. Pres- 
ident Collins of the Board said that 
the City Clerk has the authority to 
advertise such hearings and that pro- 
per notices and advertisements had 
been sent out and printed in connec- 
tion with this hearing. No persons 
appeared to protest against the peti- 
tion. 

Newton Police 
Stop Autoists In 
State Wide Drive 

Last Sunday Newton policemen co- 
operated in tile State wide drive for 
the purpose of detecting autoists who 
are operating curs illegally. The num- 
ber of cars stopped in Newton to- 
talled 2538 and of this number only 
16 were found to be operated by dri- 
vers who did not have a license and 
registration in their possession. The 
names and addresses of these 16 of- 
fenders were turned over to the Reg- 
istrar of Motor Vehicles. Some of 
them will be summoned into the 
Newton court. Each of the 2522 dri- 
vers found to have a license and reg- 
istration was given a small wind- 
shield sticker on which was printed 
the magic letters — “O. K.” 

Slight Increase 

In Welfare Cases 

During the month of September the 
number of fumilies and persons up- 
plying for welfare aid in Newton 
showed only a slight increuse. The 
aid given this city by Federul funds 
through the ERA has been a vital fac- 
tor in keeping down the number. At 
present 134 persons ure receiving old 
age pensions; 34 are getting mother’s 
aid; and 276 uro receiving aid either 
on doles or because of unemployment.

$16,500 City Job 
To Be Done By 
Private Contract 

Aldermen Cronin and Sproat 

Vote Against Appropriation 

The appropriation of $16,500 for the 
laying of a water main in Temple and 
other streets caused considerable 
discussion by the Aldermen at 
their meeting on Monday night. 
Alderman Sproat asked that this mat- 
ter be voted on separately. He said 
that while the main is necessary, 
there should be measures taken to as- 
sure Newton’s unemployed men doing 
this public project, and also that the 
wages paid shall h e the same as paid 
on ERA projects, or hy the city He 
expressed doubts if the contractor who 
gets this job will employ Newton men. 

Alderman Gordon said that Public 
Works Director Ellis has stated that 
there are many Newton men employed 
on the ERA projects. Gordon added 
that some contractors have kept their 
promises and hired Newton men, while 
others have not. Alderman Collins 
said that City Solicitor Bartlett has 
stated that contractors cannot legally 
be forced to employ Newton residents. 
He said some have done so at the 
start of the contracts they received, 
but shortly discharged them and hired 
outsiders. Alderman Cronin said that 
there are 116 former city employees de- 
prived of their former jobs and now 
is the time to show our sympathy 
for these men by giving them em- 
ployment on this water main project. 
He said the city should do this job, 
instead of* some contractor who will 
pay low wages, work the men longer 
hours and make them work hard. 

Alderman Jamieson said that Direc- 
tor of Public Works Ellis says it is 
necessary to have these watermains 
laid before the cold weather starts; 
that of the $16,500 only $7000 is for 
labor. Alderman Grebenstein asked 
why this job is not done as an ERA 
project. Alderman Collins replied 
that Newton’s quota under the ERA 
grants is filled. Alderman Gallagher 
said that contractors had informed 
him that a fair wage on the project 
would be 50c an hour. When a vote 
was taken on making the appropria- 
tion of the $16,500, Aldermen Cronin 
and Sproat voted in the negative. 

Assigned to Duty 
With Fleet Marines

Private Cassidy, enlisted in the 
Murines at Boston, on July 31. 1933, 
was transferred to the recruit train- 
ing station at Paris Island, S. t\. 
where he received his first instruc- 
tions in the making of a ’Leather- 
neck’ as Murines are often referred 
to. He is a son of Cornelius Cassidy, 
34 Curlton street, Newton, Muss., 
with whom he made his residence 
prior to enlisting. 

More Money for , 
Newton From ERA 

Harold F. Young. ERA adininistru- 
tor for Newton received word on Wed- 
nesday that the ERA allotment for 
Newton tills month has been Increased 
from $25,000 to $30,000. This will per- 
mit work for 80 additional men. These 
will he given employment on projects 
already under way. 


Newton Aldermen 
Transfer $42,132 
From Water Fund 

Make It Available For Other 
Appropriations 


At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday the Board voted 
to pass the recommendation of Mayor 
Weeks that $42,132 be transferred 
from the Water department funds to 
the surplus available for general ap- 
propriations. When the order rela- 
tive to this transfer was presented 
to the Aldermen on Monday night, 
Alderman Cronin inquired how this 
$42,132 had been accumulated, and 
why was it being transferred from 
the Water funds to the general funds, 
instead of being used to reduce the 
water rates? Alderman Gordon said 
•that inasmuch as this amount had 
been paid for pensions to former wa- 
ter department employees in past 
years from money raised by taxes, in- 
stead of from water revenue as it 
should have been, the Mayor believes 
it should now be returned to the sur- 
plus available for general appropria- 
tions. 

Alderman Temperley said the wa- 
ter funds surplus should remain in- 
tact, as it belongs to the people who 
paid high rates for water. He re- 
lated how in 1912, when there was a 
surplus in the water funds, the then 
Board of Aldermen voted to have the 
other city departments given free wa- 
ter. This was done until 1929 when 
a deficit in the Water Department 
funds caused the other city depart- 
ments to again be charged for water 
used. Temperley said that during 
these 17 years about $500,000 worth 
of water was used by the other city 
departments without payment. He 
argued that if there is to be a raid 
on the Water Department surplus, why 
not go both ways and charge this 
large sum against the other depart- 
ments and credit it to the Water De- 
partment? He said the people who 
pay for water should be treated fair- 
ly, and he commented that a great 
deal of money has been wasted on the 
Water Department in recent years. 
This last statement aroused the ire 
of Alderman Gallagher and he asked 
Temperley to specify in what way 
money had been wasted. Temperley 
declined to go into details and re- 
plied “We are discussing the matter 
of $42,132.” 

President Collins said the City So- 
licitor has ruled that the transfer is 
legal. Alderman Cronin asked for a 
detailed statement of payment of pen- 
sions to aggregate $42,132. Alderman 
Gordon read the totals of pension 
pavments to Water Department em- 
ployees from 1921 until 1932. A vote 
was taken on the transfer of the 
money and Alderman Temperley was 
tlie only member of the Board to 
vote in the negative.

Clifford H. Walker of 711 Chestnut 
st.. Waban. was elected on Monday 
night hy the Board of Aldermen to 
succeed James Chandler as Ward Al- 
derman from Ward 5. In nominating 
Mr. Walker. Alderman McKay said 
that he is a man of outstanding char 
acter and ability and is the choice of 
the Waban Improvement Association 
The nomination was seconded by Al- 
derman Temperley. 

Mr. Walker was born in Cambridge, 
graduated from Cambridge High and 
Latin School; Harvard College in 1903 
and Harvard Law School in 1906. He 
is a member of’the law firm of Ropes. 
Gray. Bovden & Perkins. He has ic- 
sided in Waban since 1914 and has 
taken an active part in community 
affairs there and in civic activities of 
this city. He is a member of Unon 
Club of Boston. Brae Burn Club. Bos- 
ton City Club. Newton and Boston 
Chambers of Commerce. He is mairied 
and has two children. Robert R. Walk- 
er. a student at Amherst, and Helen 
C. Walker, a student at the May 
School in Roston.

Many Newton Centre 
Residents Oppose Oil 
Tanks At Crystal Lake 


Seventy-Five Attend Hearing At City Hall To Oppose Petition 
of Metropolitan Ice Company 


Nearly 75 residents of Newton Cen- 
tre and Newton Highlands Journeyed 
to City Hall on Monday evening to 
attend a hearing on the petition of 
the Metropolitan Ice Company for a 
permit to install five underground 
tanks at the ice house property ad- 
joining Crystal Lake, Newton Cen- 
tre; these tanks to be used for the 
storage and sale of fuel oil. The 
capacity of the tanks would be 50,000 
gallons. These citizens of the South 
Side were present in the hall at 7.45 
o'clock and earlier, as the meeting i 
was scheduled to begin at that hour. 
But, they had to wait until 8.18 before 
the meeting started. 

Allen Rogers of 16 Stafford rd.. New- 
ton Centre, attorney for the Metro- 
politan Ice Company said a similar 
petition had been presented some- 
time ago by the company asking 
for permission to use its property 
near Beacon and Walnut sts., Newton 
Highlands for the storage and sale of 
fuel oil. and that petition was re- 
fused by the Board of Aldermen. He 
explained that the company was for- 
merly engaged exclusively in the sale 
of ice, but several years ago it began 
to sell fuel oil during the colder , 
months when there is little sale of 
ice. He said the company has built 
up a considerable business in the 
sale of fuel oil in the Newtons and 
that this oil has to be trucked from 
Somerville, which is not economical. 

Mr. Rogers stated that the Metro- 
politan Ice Company owns property 
in Newton valued at $130,000; pays 
more than $3000 yearly in taxes: and 
employs at times as many as 50 men, 
most of whom are Newton residents. 
He said that the storage of fuel oil 
at Crystal Lake will cause no fire haz- 
ard, will not raise insurance rates on 
surrounding properties, and will cause 
no more truck traffic in winter than 
is caused by ice trucks in the warm- 
er months. He said the property is 
in a business zone and the company 
should be allowed to make reasonable 
use of it. or the other parcel of prop- 
erty at Newton Highlands. 

Alderman Farrell took exception to 
Rogers’ statement that fuel oil sold 
in Newton by the Metropolitan Ice 
Company is brought from the Somer- 
ville plant. Farrell stated this oil 
is delivered from the Watertown 
yard of the ice company. Farrell also 
commented that the company would 
probably sell oil to peddlers and this 
would add to the traffic at the Crys- 
tal Lake location should a permit be 
granted there. Alderman McKay 
asked Rogers if his company had con- 
sidered any substitute location for the 
proposed oil station. Rogers replied 
that the company had considered the 
former Purity Ice plant at Beacon 
and Walnut streets. Alderman Jamie- 
son asked where it is proposed to lo- 
cate the big tanks. Mr. Rogers said 
in the deep hole near the Centre st. 
bridge. 

Edward L. Hadley. General Mana- 
ger of the Metropolitan Ice Company 
said the ice business has diminished 
rapidly in recent years and the fuel 
oil business has grown rapidly. He 
said that in severe weather such as 
last winter, it is very expensive to 
operate trucks from any distance, and 
his company would like to be allowed 
to operate one of its Newton prop- 
erties. He stated that the oil would 
be brought to the Newton station by 
trucks from Everett. Francis Williams j 
of Newton Centre said he is president 
of the Crystal Lake Ice Company. He 
said no harm would result from plac- 
ing oil tanks near the lake, and these 
tanks would not cause pollution of 
the lake. 

Stephen Burke of 43 Norwood ave., 
who had led the opposition against 
the petition for the oil tanks said he 
had received letters from 47 persons 
living near Crystal Lake who oppose 
the petition. He read several of these 
letters. Among the arguments oftered 
in these letters were — that the oil 
plant would disfigure the lake, would 
constitute a fire hazard, and would 
be a disgrace to Newton. Burke 
said that there is no question but 
that through seepage, spillage and 
rain drainage, the oil would enter 
the lake and pollute it. He said the 
plan is only the beginning of an oil 
farm. 

Charles A. Nevin of Tyler terrace, 
president of the Newton Centre Im- 
provement Association, said the exec- 
utive committee of the association is 
unanimously opposed to the petition. 
He stated that the taxes which will be 
paid in Newton this year hy the Met- 
ropolitan Ice Company will total less 
than $600. rather than $3000. 

J. Weston Allen of 219 Lake ave. 
said that more than 60 yeais ago a 
citizen of Newton began cutting ice 
on Crystal Lake, and was permitted 
to do so. although the lake is one of 
the Great Ponds of the Common- 
wealth, because there were but three 
houses betweeu Newton Centre and 
Newton Highlands (then Ouk Hill), 
and there wus not a house ueur the 
lake. Now the district is thickly set- 


tled and for the past 50 years the ice 
house at the lake has been an eye 
sore. Mr. Allen commented that he 
was away from Newton when the last 
ice house fire occurred, but he was 
glad to hear of it when he came hack 
as he was sure the city would take 
the property now. He said the city 
should acquire the land owned by 
the ice company before other unsight- 
ly buildings will be erected on it. He 
suggested that the cost can be amor- 
tized over a long period. 

Harold Jacques of 15 Norwood ave 
told of oil seeping into the Metropoli- 
tan water aqueduct at Wellesley from 
big oil tanks. This oil seeped through 
40 feet of gravel, through bricks and 
cement. He said oil would surely 
seep into Crystal Lake from nearby 
tanks. Alexander Standish of 183 
Lake ave. said that in 1933 over 90,000 
admissions for bathers at the Crystal 
Lake were recorded. Alderman Hol- 
den asked for a showing of hands to 
ascertain how many present favored 
and how many opposed the petition. 
Four of those present were in favor; 
70 were opposed.

NEWTON FACES STIFF 
GAME WITH LYNN 
ENGLISH TOMORROW 

Newton High will meet n stiff op- 
ponent tomorrow afternoon at tlio 
Dickinson Stadium oval when Lynn 
English High comes to Newtonville in 
the first of a home-nnd-home two year 
agreement between the two schools. 
Although the Lynn English team was 
defeated in its first start last Satur- 
day by Revere in a 6 to 0 game 
Coach Sanborn and hts charges have 
the highest respect for any eleven 
coached by the veteran mentor. Tom 
Whelan. The latter has been turn- 
ing out many fine teams and although 
handicapped somewhat this season by 
the lack of veterans and by material 
less rugged than usual he has put to- 
gether a game, lightweight outfit that 
will give or take no quarter. 

Coach Sanborn of Newton looks 
for a hard game and has worked dil- 
igently with the Newton squad In 
an effort to bring them along to meet 
the test. Two weeks ago Newton 
opened against a powerful Arlington 
eleven and tasted defeat. Show- 
ing no liking for such medicine the 
orange and black came hack last Fri- 
day to drub the Cambridge Latin out- 
fit in the opening Suburban league en- 
counter: The squad this week hopes 
to take Lynn English in stride and 
keep right on to meet the strong 
Everett outfit on Columbus Day after- 
noon. 

While little comparison can be 
made as to the play of the Newton 
team against its two opponents thus 
far there is no doubt but what con- 
siderable improvement has been 
made. Against Arlington the locnls 
looked woefully weak. Against the 
Cantabs the Newton team showed con- 
siderable promise and found it un- 
necessary to resort to little but 
straight football to walk off with the 
victory. The Cambridge offence, 
however, was so far inferior to that 
showed by Arlington that it was only 
natural that the Newton defence 
should be notably better. The same 
is true of the opposing defences. 
Where Arlington stopped the Newton 
team in play after play it was far 
easier to role up the yardage against 
the Cantabs. 

In tomorrow’s set-to it is probable 
that the odds favor the Newton out- 
fit by a small margin due in great 
measure to the fact that Lynn Eng- 
lish will be playing its second game 
against the third for Newton. The 
Lynn defeat by Revere last Saturday 
may prove to be the tonic that the 
Whelan coached ouflt needs to stim- 
ulate on the victory path against New- 
ton. 

No change will be made in the 
Newton line-up from that which took 
the field against Cambridge Latin last 
week.

Savignnno and Paul Treannie at the 
halfback posts, and Sargent Moore at 
fullback.

Widow and Son 
Provided For 
In Vaughan Case 

The will of Dr Walter W. Vaughan, 
prominent Newton Centre dentist, 
who died in July after an appendicitis 
operation, came before the Middlesex 
Probate Court lust week on jury is- 
sues. The widow, Mrs. Margaret Vau- 
ghan, alleged undue influence und 
fraud on the part of the sister, Dr. 
Lilali M. Vaughan, of Waltham, Pro- 
fessor of Economics at Boston Uni- 
versity for many years, to whom most 
of the $90,000 estate w’as willed. 

Defence counsel argued that Miss 
Vaughan was a woman of honorable 
record in whom the brother had ul- 
ways hud confidence. He told the 
court thut Miss Vaughan had provided 
ample funds for her infant nephew 
and maintained thut the brother had 
left his money to his sister in order 
that his wife, from whom he wus di- 
vorced in June, should not handle 
the funds for the upbringing of the 
infant Hon. Under the law, Mrs. Vau- 
ghan receives a widow’s share in the 
estate, the divorce decree not becom- 
ing ubsolute for six months. 

Judge Leggut took tho case under ad- 
visement and two days later handed 
down a decision denying the contest- 
ant’s motion for a Jury trial. Dr. 
Vaughan’s aged father has not re- 
covered sufficiently from the shock 
of the death of I)r. Vaughan’s moth- 
er last Junuary to bo told of Ills son’s 
death.

NEWTON TAKES FIRST 
STEP IN DEFENSE 
OF LEAGUE TITLE 

Newton high took the first - step In 
defence of Its Suburban league foot- 
ball title last week Friday defeating a 
game Cambridge Latin eleven. 19 to 6, 
at Russell Field. North Cambridge. 
Tho orpngo and black showed some 
Improvement In play over that of the 
week previous when defeated by Ar- 
lington in the opening game of the 
season. Despite the fact that there was 
considerable fumbling and ragged 
work In the Newton backfield the of- 
fence clicked smoothly at times for 
extended marches into Cambridge 
Latin’s territory. During much the 
latter part of the game Conch San- 
born used an entire second eleven to 
give them experience for the games 
to come. The Newton defence also 
was markedly Improved with the line- 
men taking out the Cambridge Latin 
interference and enabling the Newton 
hacks to come up fast, make the 
tackle and hold the Cantabs to small 
gains. The lone Cambridge touchdown 
was the result of a long run-back of a 
Newton punt. Paul Mahoney, Cantab 
fullback, shook off many tncklers and 
once underway broke for the sideline 
to race nearly 80 yards for a touch- 
down. His teammate, Joe Stankunas, 
quarterback, took out two Newton men 
as they were about to overhaul Maho- 
ney near midfield. After that there was 
not a chance of bringing him down. 
The point was missed and Cambridge 
had a 6 to 0 lead. This run came 
midway of the first period and set 
Newton rtght back upon Its heels. 

Newton came right back fighting and 
marched right down into Cambridge 
territory. Center Melvin Swig of the 
Newton team received the ball on the 
kickoff and got an unusual chance to 
rush the ball. He was downed near 
the Cambridge forty-five. A few 
plays later a long forward pass was 
intercepted by Saulnler at the Cam- 
bridge thirty-yard stripe to stop New- 
ton’s march. The following punt was 
poor and Newton again had the hall 
on Latin’s 47. From there it took 
three rushes to make six yards und 
on fourth down Gil Myers broke 
through an eleven-yard gain to the 
Cambridge 30. It was first down as 
the quarter ended. Starting the sec- 
ond period Newton continued its 
march. Sargent Moore plunged for two 
yards and Earl Savignano went 
through for fifteen yards to the 12- 
yard line and another first down. A 
pass fell incomplete and another 
gained but two yards as Cambridge 
stiffened. Myers went hack to rush- 
ing and sent Moore off the left end. 
The speedy Negro outraced the Can- 
tab secondary to score in the corner 
of the field for the tying touchdown. 
Castoldi put Newton ahead, 7 to 6, 
placekicking the point after touch- 
down with Myers holding the hall. 

Early in the second half Newton 
forced the issuo to get a break for its 
second touchdown. Latin had recov 
ered a Moore fumble on the Cam- 
bridge 30-yard line with Mitchell, Can- 
tab right end, the alert recoverer. Try- 
ing a pass the Cambridge outfit lost a 
little yardage although the toss was 
complete. A punt was then called 
with the Newton ends crashing 
through to partially block the hall. 
Treannie recovered on the line of 
scrimmage and raced for the goal- 
line. He was downed on the 12-yard 
line but illegal use of the hands 
brought the hall back to the Cam- 
bridge 27-yard line where Newton put 
the hall in play. Moore twice made 
gains of nearly five yards but was a 
foot shy of a first down when Trean- 
nie took the hall for four yurds and a 
first down on the 14-yard line. Savig- 
nano almost got dear hut was hauled 
down near the five-yard mark. Trean- 
nie then took it over. The point after 
was missed. 

The third Newton touchdown came 
midway of the final period after Coach 
Sunhorn had sent in his reserves for 
a while and then replaced them with 
the regulars. Latin was on Its 20-yard 
line as the result of a Newton punt. 
Attempting to gain by the air route, 
but one pass out of four was com- 
pleted and Newton took the hall on 
downs on the Cantab 27-yard line.

Some 
of them do farm work and have the 
care of horses, cows, chickens, etc. 

They 
can a thousand gallons of tomatoes 
in a day, and wax beans in the same 
wholesale quantity. They do all the 
work of the household. School hours 
are from three until five-thirty, with 
a wide curriculum. The clubs meet 
evenings in the library, which is 
beautiful room. The JefTorson Club 
might discuss table manners and sorv 
ice; the Mothers’ Club the care of 
children and how to secure proper 
toys for them whether by making or 
hunting in the low-priced stores. Dr. 
Van Waters’ remedy for these bro- 
ken lives seems to bo work — hurd 
work, aspiring towards perfection in 
the doing. They must leuru the value 
of heulth, and of religion. They must 
lenrn how to make right their homes, 
and how to earn a living. 

Help can be extended with gifts of 
clothing, especially with outfits for 
babies, and with contributions of 
money, even in smull amounts. This 
money is needed in order that eaeh 
woman may have something in her 
purse as she returns to life iu the 
outside world.

“People speak of a man being down 
and out,” said the guest speaker, 
Brigadier Frederick P. Osmond, divi- 
sional officer of the Salvation Army 
for Massachusetts and Rhode Island, 
"But that is not the way our Army 
puts it. With us a man may be down 
hut he is never out, for it is our work 
to save him. It is no use to preach 
salvation, however, to a hungry man, 
and so we first give him material 
food.” According to Mr. Osmond, hu- 
man derelicts are roughly divided in- 
to two classes, those who are down 
because of misfortune and those who 
are down because of misconduct. For 
the former the Army tries to change 
their environment and to give them 
a chance. The spark of human good- 
ness Is there and in many cases the 
Army is successful in redeeming the 
man who is down. In the cases of the 
second class, those who are down be- 
cause of misconduct, the problem has 
to be attacked from a different angle. 
A new coat will not make a good 
man. Here the gospel of Christ alone 
can work the change. From its ori- 
gin in London in 1865 the Army along 
with its social service work has 
preached the gospel, and so it con- 
tinues today. 

In simple hut effective manner the 
Brigadier touched upon the many 
kinds of rescue work done by the or- 
ganization from the beginning until 
now its far flung battle line extends 
into SI countries, and more than 60 
languages may be heard at its meet- 
ings round the globe.

Significant Remarks 
Made at Recent 
Conference 


The New England Conference cel- 
ebrated its twenty-fifth birthday in the 
Conference held during three days of 
last week. September 25th, through 
Thursday morning, the 27th. at the 
New Ocean House, Swampscott. One 
of the most fitting events that could 
have been featured was the presence 
of Miss Georgia A. Bacon, its first 
chairman, and founder. She told 
them humorously, entertainingly, 
briefly, of her experiences at that 
time, and gave information that was 
worth hearing. The president of the 
General Federation was present and 
a speaker. Grace Morrison Pooler 
needed no introduction to a group of 
Massachusetts clubwomen, whom she 
led ns president In 1922-1924. Miss 
Bacon, too. had been the president of 
the State Federation. 1908-1911. And 
yet a third former State president pre- 
sided over the Conference as chair- 
man. Mrs. Frederick Glazier Smith. 

hose term was 1924-1926. And a 
fourth acted as general chairman of 
Arrangements, Mrs. Frnnk P. Ben- 
nett, the last president. 

Account of those three days with 
the many delightful social events and 
the many business matters necessary 
for function and of Interest as mark- 
ing progress and plans can not be 
given here. The entire program ar- 
ranged was announced in advance, 
so all are aware of its scope. But a 
few of the noteworthy remarks of 
speakers are quoted for information 
and for the thoughtful consideration 
of clubwomen who seek to keep 
abreast of problems that are before 
the club w ? orld. 

Mrs. Poole, guest of honor at the 
banquet of Tuesday evening, declared 
that "the Recovery Act is foolproof, 
in theory, and the NRA goal is com- 
mendable." She praised tho efforts 
of the New Deal to And a common 
platform on which labor, capital, and 
the consumer could work together. She 
called upon clubwomen to let noth- 
ing prevent them from voting in the 
November elections. As representa- 
tive of the great middle class of the 
country the women’s clubs, she stated, 
should work for old-age pension laws 
which would assure everyone enough 
to exist on in his or her last years. 

In regard to unemployment she re- 
ported that the General Federation 
this year is asking clubwomen to pay 
particular attention to those who are 
physically or mentally unfit. "There 
should be, and there can be, a place 
for them. They do not need to be- 
come public charges and iu the last 
analysis beggars. We can do much to 
restore their self-respect and confi- 
dence, and I make a special plea for 
your help In this direction.” 

Mrs. Elizabeth Pigeon, chairman of 
the department of Education in the 
General Federation, and just-defeat- 
ed candidate for State Auditor, on 
Tuesday afternoon, declared the 
strike of the Brockton High School 
students an appalling example of the 
need for putting a clamp on instruc- 
tors in the various recognized Institu- 
tions of higher learning, w’ho, she 
claimed, are attempting to tear down 
democratic government. 

She emphasized the desirability of 
a protecting oatli of allegiunce to the 
Constitution and deplored such "high- 
er education” as that described in a 
news item which quoted a professor 
in a Massachusetts college for girls 
as circulating a questionnaire, one of 
the milder passages of which was: 
Which do you prefer for yourself: 

A companionate with marriage. 

A companionate without marriage. 
Marriage with children. 

Children without marriage. 

Such alarming propaganda in the 
schools and colleges, she asserted, 
struck at the very fundamentals of 
the Constitution. 

James Ernest King, editorial wri- 
ter of tlie Boston Transcript, speak- 
ing Wednesday morning, made state- 
ments of timely appeal and of arrest- 
ing logic as to conditions in which 
we And ourselves today: 

“Recently we have heard a thou- 
sand voices shouting that ‘capitalism 
has broken down,’ that the old order 
of American life has collapsed.’ Many 
who raise this cry do so for the par- 
ticular purpose of sturting a panic, of 
making us think the ship is sinking, 
so that we will hurry up and desert 
the American Constitution and climb 
aboard the big red steamship whose 
name is Communism. Others who 
say that capitalism bus collapsed are 
not so fanatic. They are sincerely 
worried. As a matter of fact the hull 
is still sound. The United States bus 
run into uncharted seus and must run 
half-speed to avoid hidden rocks and 
sharp collisions with untried social 
forces.”

ernors of three New England States 
left a mass of unfinished business to 
be present. Gov. Theodore Green of 
Rhode Island ‘cut’ the Rainbow vic- 
tory dinner and forgot his obstrep- 
erous senators. Gov. Louis J. Brann 
of Maine left the problems Involved 
in the recent recount to straighten 
out without him. Gov. Joseph B. Ely 
of Massachusetts ceased hunting up 
jobs for Brig.-Gen. Charles H. Cole 
long enough to bring a message.” 

Present at the banquet were Gover- 
nor and Mrs. Ely, Governor and Mrs. 
Brann, Governor Green. Francis L. 
Bailey, commissioner of Education 
for Vermont, representing Governor 
Stanley C. Wilson and Henry D. 
Sharpe, of Providence, president of 
the New England Council. These were 
in the Procession to Convention Hall 
for the evening session. 

Governor Ely was introduced by 
Mrs. Thomas J. Walker, president of 
the State Federation and the hostess 
of the Conference. 

"Too long, said Governor Ely, have 
American people depended on un- 
availing slogans. From the "full din- 
ner pail’’ to the New Deal he com- 
plained they had looked to govern- 
ment and slogans to remedy all ills, 
including economic depression. 

“There are two other factors in 
American civilization," he added 
"without which government would 
amount to nothing. One is religious 
faith. Whether we subscribe to a 
particular creed or not, there is some- 
thing inherent in the human being 
that makes religion a necessity and 
without which all the laws that men 
may write are empty words. If we 
obeyed that, we Bliould not need any 
policemen, or courts or government. 

"The other thing we need to cher- 
ish is the home. No legislation 
should ever be enacted which men- 
aces the integrity of the home.” 

"Women are not so tremendously 
interested in what we men call gen- 
eral principles," he said, “but more 
in setting one particular problem, 
such as, for instance, the regulation 
of hours for women in industry. In 
seeking to remedy a particular diffi- 
culty you sometimes give such ab- 
sorbing devotion to it that you fail to 
comprehend how It is tied in with so 
many other things.” 

The old "saw” about woman’s 
place being in the home only, he 
treated as bigotry and superstition 
of the past. He stressed the impor- 
tance of the modern woman's status 
as a voter and recalled many exam- 
ples of the part her vote had played 
in political events during the past 
few years.

The meeting of the Board of Aider- 
men on Monday night was featured 
by two public hearings on petitions for 
permits to establish stations for the 
wholesale storage of fuel oil; one at 
Crystal Lake. Newton Centre; the oth- 
er at Needham st., Newton Upper 
Falls. A large number of citizens were 
present to protest against the first 
petition. Detailed accounts of these 
hearings are printed elsewhere in 
this issue of the GRAPHIC. 

The first hearing announced at the 
meeting was on the petition of the 
Peabody Home for Crippled Children 
at Oak Hill to install a tank for the 
storage of 7500 gallons of fuel oil. No 
opposition developed against 'this pe- 
tition. Another petition was from Dr. 
Cecil Clark for a permit to install a 
500-gnllon gasoline tank at 363 Wal- 
nut st., Newtonville; for private use 
only. There was no opposition against 
this petition. Other hearings an- 
nounced were on orders to grade and 
accept the following streets — Bound 
Brook, Brush Hill, Danehill and Lee- 
wood rds.; and to take land for a 
drain and sewer between Bound Brook 
rd. and South Meadow Brook. 

Appropriations made by the Aider- 
men included — Playground Depart- 
ment, material for ERA projects at 
Edmands Park, Cold Spring play- 
ground, Auburndnle and Bowen play- 
grounds, $5200; Water Department, 
main on Amherst rd., $1400; fee for 
water supply expert, $1000, vrater 
mains in Temple st. and other streets, 
$16,500. Considerable discussion w'as 
caused by the large appropriation for 
the water main in Temple st. This is 
printed in another column. Alderman 
Temperley voted Against the $1000 ap- 
propriation to pay fees to the water 
supply experts. Alderman Gordon 
said the experts, Weston & Sampson, 
have been retained for years and 
have saved the city much money. 

Petitions received by the Aldermen 
included the following — Gilbert 
Burns, construction of sidewalk on 
Daniel st., New'ton Centre; Edward 
Shea, construction of sidewalk on 
Hope st., Auburndale; Catherine Bres- 
lin, grading and accepting Nathan rd., 
Newton Centre; Jeremiah Coleman, 
drain in Islington rd.; Catherine Nan- 
gle, drain and sewer in Linwood ave., 
from Fair Oaks ave. northerly. 

Still more claims for alleged blast- 
ing damages in connection with the 
sewer excavated going on two years 
ago were received. The latest are 
from H. E. Wilson, 14 Weldon road; 
Mrs. Dorothy Perkins, 34 Laudholm 
road; Mrs. Julia McQuirk, 231 Cabot 
street. Other claims for alleged blast- 
ing damages resulting from work done 
by city employees at Newton High- 
lands, were received from Amy 
Sweatt, 121 Carver road; William J. 
Gould, 4 Mayflower terrace. 

A petition was received from Philip 
Woodbridge for a permit to store 50 
gallons of motor benzol in a drum 
underground at 170 Collins road, 
Waban. 

On recommendation of the Licenses 
Committee leave to withdraw was 
given the petitions of William H. Car- 
penter to store 500 gallons of gaso- 
line at Wallace street, New'ton High- 
lands; of Elizabeth Rodenhiser for an 
employment agency at 18 Pearl street, 
Newton; Acme Tailors to sell second- 
hand clothing; the petition of Harry 
Robart for a license to buy old gold 
and silver. The Carpenter petition 
was turned down because Wallace 
street is in a residence zone, and the 
gasoline tank would be used in con- 
nection with a business; the Roden- 
hiser petition w r as refused because 
the locus is in a residence zone; The 
Acme Tailors and Robart petitions 
were refused because they did not re- 
ceive the approval of the Chief of 
Police. 

A license was granted to John L. 
Grant, 327 Washington street, New'- 
ton, for a second-class taxi. A per- 
mit w r as given to Peter Hanson, 196 
Auburndale avenue, Auburndale, for 
the enlargement of a grocery store at 
this locus. The store is operated as 
non-conforming use in a residence 
zone. 

Alderman Gallagher called atten- 
tion to traffic congestion on Walnut 
street, Newtonville, and suggested 
that State Route 128 be diverted from 
this street. Route 128 some years 
ago w'ent along Chestnut street at 
Waban and West Newton, but w'as 
changed so that it followed Walnut 
street through Newton Highlands and 
New’tonville. 

On recommendation of the Traffic 
Committee it w’as voted to prohibit 
parking on Union street, Newton Cen- 
tre, adjoining the railroad station 
property. Alderman Grebenstein said 
that betw'een 300 and 400 Newton 
Centre families commute from this 
station to Boston, and it has been 
difficult to drive automobiles close to 
the station platform because of 
all day parking there by some auto- 
ists. Alderman Temperley suggested 
that only half of the length of the 
street alongside the railroad station 
ho closed to parking, and the rest be 
reserved for limited parking so that 
business men on Union street can 
have facilities for parking for their 
customers. Ho said the police can 
deal with all day parkers. Alderman 
Holden said that Newton Centre resi- 
dents have protested at not being able 
to drive to the station platform, and 
ho commented that only two business 
places on Union street seek to have 
the space continued for parking pur- 
poses. 

The trustees of the Cousens Fund 
were authorized to sell bonds valued 
at $75,000, the proceeds to be used 
for mortgage loans on Newton real 
estate. 

Claims for damages t,o automobiles 
were received from Lillian Kennn of 
Wost Roxbury and Matthew Brown. 
The former asks for $6. A spring 
on her car was broken when the car 
sunk Into a depression on Common- 
wealth avenue near Washington st. 
on August 13. The depression was 
caused by soft ground where a trench 
had been dug by city employees. 
Brown asks for $10. A tire and tube 
on his car were ruined by u piece of 
metal projecting from u sidewalk at 
Glendale rd. and Ashford st.

Church Nursery School 

Arouses Much Interest 

The Second Church Nursery School, 
which was opened only a year ago as 
an experiment in religious education, 
has already been imitated. The 
school, open to the community, was 
designed to promote the physical, 
mental and emotional growth fostered 
by all nursery schools. However, 
both the minister. Dr. Boynton Merrill, 
and the director of religious education. 
Frank H. Grebe, felt that the church 
had a unique contribution to make to 
the life of the child. 

The church was. it seemed to them, 
the logical and inevitable place in 
which to help small children toward 
religious growth and spiritual integ- 
ritv. and to practise the attitudes up- 
on' which Christian living rests. 
Through stories, pictures, handiwork 
and song the children have come to 
love the boy Jesus. Regular visits to 
both Church and Children’s Chapel 
are made, to help the children love 
and reverence the church. As a 
part of worship, regular services for 
the school are conducted in the Chil- 
dren’s Chapel by the minister. These 
are designed to give the children the 
feeling that they have as much a place 
in the church as adults. * 

Because of the school’s tremen- 
dous possibilities for service, the 
school has already in its brief exist- 
ence aroused widespread interest. Be- 
cause there were so many inquiries 
about the school, the Executive Com- 
mittee of the church voted at its last 
meeting that the privileges of the 
school be extended to a limited num- 
ber of children outside the parish.

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GETTING DOWN TO BRASS TACKS 


The gubernatorial campaign between Lieutenant Governor 
Gaspar G. Bacon and former Mayor James M. Curley is a 
campaign in which the unthinking voter may readily be led off 
the right track. It is one in which the appeal to svmpathy, the 
call to rally to the endorsement of remote issues, and the 
suavity of political oratory is paramount. The thinking voter 
should take the time to view all of the angles which are in- 
volved in the contest. 

In the first place there is far more to the compaign than 
the regular party issue of Republicans versus Democrats. The 
trend of times, economic conditions, and other factors have 
brought the voters of Massachusetts to the point where the 
party designation after the candidate’s name does not mean 
all that it did a few years ago. Many voters ignore the party 
affiliation and vote strictly upon the dominant issues and 
the records of the candidates. Setting aside the party designa- 
tion of the two foremost candidates for the governorship of the 
Commonwealth it comes down to a question of issues and 
records. 

Much as ex-Mayor Curley would like to make the voters 
believe it, national issues and the endorsement of President 
Roosevelt’s policies fade into insignificance beside the out- 
standing need for wise handling of the Ship of State. Massachu- 
setts stands today among the first in the nation when it comes 
to sound financing, legislative leadership and foresight, and 
goo dgovernment in general. It is extremely important that 
this position be maintained. The traditional heritage of our 
forefathers must be carried on by a program of progressive, 
humane government in which the citizens of the State have un- 
bounded faith. A blanket endorsement of national policies 
might well prove detrimental to the State of Massachusetts. 
There can be little question but what some of the national pol- 
icies are meritorious but there are others which we look upon 
askance. Constructive criticism under these conditions is far 
more to be desired than the attitude of “try anything once.” 

When the records of the two candidates are studied the first 
thought which comes to mind is that both have been public 
servants for many years. Lieutenant Governor Bacon has 
reached his present position through service in the State Sen- 
ate and is well acquainted with State problems. Mayor Curley 
has served the city of Boston for a number of terms and has 
retained a considerable measure of popularity despite constant 
adverse criticism and unpleasant rumors. 

There is much more that could be written on the relative 
merits of the two candidates and the deeper one delves into the 
situation the more marked is the desirability of electing Gaspar 
G. Bacon as the Chief Executive of the State. In such critical 
times as these the Bacon candidacy inspires far greater faith 
than that of his opponents. Massachusetts needs Bacon. 


THE NEW TAGGING SYSTEM 

The new system of tagging illegally parked automobiles has 
aroused considerable indignation and criticism, particularly 
in large cities such as Boston where the situation has been 
steadily growing more acute. Sober reflection and a thorough 
tryout of the new system should reveal its advantages. It is our 
opinion that much of the disrespect for laws is an outgrowth, 
at least in part, of the ease with which motorists have been 
able to “fix” minor violations of motor regulations. This was 
more or less of a natural attempt in order to avoid a criminal 
record. The intent of the legislature was to remove this stigma 
for minor violations and also aid in speeding up the court 
dockets. We believe that a thorough tryout of the new tagging 
system will create a growing respect for the law, relieve traffic 
congestion in many congested places and prove a boon in many 
ways. i 


THE FIRST STEP IS TO REGISTER 

Although there are some thirty thousand registered voters in 
the Newtons there are a considerable number of citizens who 
are not enrolled upon the voting lists and therefore are hot 
entitled to cast their vote at the coming election. The Registrars 
of Voters are holding daily sessions at city hall for this purpose 
and have also announced a schedule of sessions in various parts 
of the city at specified times enabling these unregistered but 
otherwise eligible voters to become enrolled with the least 
inconvenience possible. It is the duty of all good citizens co vote 
The first step is to register. If you are not registered do so at 
the earliest opportunity.

About Town

In England the Minister of Trans- 
port some time ago issued an order 
prohibiting the sounding of horns on 
nutomohiles between the hours of 
11:30 p. m. and 7 a. m. And in Eng- 
land the laws are enforced anti orders 
are obeyed. Such a prohibition might 
well he placed in this country. As the 
English official said — “It is as easy to 
put your foot on the brake as your 
hand on the hooter.” 

We reside on a street where the 
traffic is quite heavy. About 100 feet 
from our home is n street intersec- 
tion. There is not much cross-traffic 
at this intersection. In fact, it is 
quite light. But, night after night, at 
1 a. m„ 2 a. m., and other wee hours, 
autoists speed along Pearl st. and ns 
they approach Jackson rd. toot the 
horn. Fortunately there are only n 
comparatively small number of auto- 
ists who show this lack of considera- 
tion for persons residing in the neigh 
horhood. but such pests annoy people 
in all sections by unnecessarily blow- 
ing automobile horns. 

Talking about automobile horns, an- 
other restriction on these noise 
makers should be — the prohibiting of 
sirens on any vehicle except ambul- 
ances. fire truck and police cars. There 
is a growing practice among youths 
who like to "show off" of equipping 
their cars with sirens so that they 
can speed by other cars on the road. 
And the same thing applies to the im- 
portant young men and women who 
have big "nerve wracking" horns of the 
bus type placed on their cars. These 
ear splitters should not be permitted 
on busses or any other type of vehi- 
cle. They are obviously used on au- 
tomobiles which travel faster than any 
car or bus should travel on highways, 
and their purpose is to intimidate oth- 
er operators of motor vehicles. 

The publishers of the Newton Direc- 
tory made a number of radical 
changes in this year s edition. Here- 
tofore the house directory section of 
Newton directories was printed as one 
unit for the whole city. This year 
the House Directory section was split 
into several units. These are Newton- 
Newtonville. Newton Centre-Chestnut 
Hill, West Newton-Auburndale, New- 
ton Highlands-Upper Falls, Waban- 
Lower Falls. Each of these units has 
a map of the sections included. In all 
probability, the publishers thought the 
new method would provide greater 
ease for users of the directory in find- 
ing names in the House Directory. Our 
experience is — that it is much less 
convenient than the old method. And 
from comments made by a number of 
Newton business men. they also find 
the dividing of the House Directory 
undesirable. 


The intent of the "non-fixing" tic- 
kets which are now given by police- 
men to autoists who violate parking 
rules is good. Undoubtedly these tic- 
kets will assist i n correcting parking 
abuses. But, they will not stop all- 
day parking in large cities such as 
Boston If any policeman accepts a 
weekly or monthly stipend from auto- 
ists as a bribe for permitting them 
to park in restricted or prohibited 
areas. 


Columns and columns of slush in 
the newspapers about the alleged mis- 
conduct of Mrs. Vanderbilt. Columns 
and columns about the sordid mur- 
der trial details of a quite ordinary 
young man in Pennsylvania who is 
charged with having killed his former 
sweetheart. Lots of publicity and 
photographs of an unconventional fe- 
male who went to Reno to get a di- 
vorce. and whose fame has been 
gained because she has been traveling 
about that city clad only in a man’s 
shirt and abbreviated shorts, and with 
her feet as well as her legs uncov- 
ered. And in striking contrast, the 
Boston and other big city newspapers 
give only three or four lines to chron- 
icle the death of the average person 
murdered by some speeding or 
drunken autoist. Truly, we are a 
great people and it is quite amazing 
that affairs in this highly civilized 
and intelligent land are in such a 
mess. 

We listened to President Roose- 
velt’s speech over the radio last Sun- 
day night. We approved his state- 
ment that— he will stand or fall on his 
policy that there shall be no perma- 
nent class of unemployed in this coun- 
try. But, Mr. Roosevelt, his advisers, 
and the financiers, industrialists and 
proletariat of this country have a tre- 
mendous problem ahead of them to 
create employment for all able and 
willing to work. And those fortunate 
enough to now have steady employ- 
ment, and this includes the millions 
holding Federal, State and municipal 
jobs, are vitally concerned in this 
problem. Before it is solved, big 
changes in our political, social and 
economic structure will have to be 
made. Just as big changes had to be 
mude in past centuries. We have had 
society evolve from one form to an- 
other. from patriarchal, tribal, despot- 
ic, monarchial, feudal — to democra- 
cies; forward and backward. With 
manual labor largely eliminated by 
modern machinery, with the "rugged 
individual” business man pushed aside 
by chain stores and big financial com- 
binations, those individuals who per- 
sist in contending that radical changes 
from the old order of things are not 
necessary, are only imitating the al- 
leged habit of the ostrich of burying 
its lieud in the sand, or the proclivity 
of the Bourbon*), to forget nothing und 
leurn nothing. 


Major Harold Duniels of Washing- 
ton street recently brought to our of- 
fice u copy of the Newton Directory 
published In 1884 ut the office of the 
NEWTON GRAPHIC by the then pub 
Ushers of the paper, Henry M. and 
Frunk H. Burt. The latter is still 
a resident of Newton. The population 
of Newton in 1884 wus 19,483; divided 
as follows: Newton, 4251: Nonuntum, 
1839; Newtonville, 2297; West New- 
ton, 3206; Auburndulo, 1943; Lower 
Fulls, 621; Chestnut Hill, 239; Newton 
Centre, 2710; Newton Highlands, 744; 


Upper Falls. 1436; Oak Hill. 197. Wn- 
ban. as a village, was not then rec- 
ognized. It was considered as part 
of West Newton. Lower Falls or Up- 
per Falls and apart from a few houses, 
contained only the poor farm and the 
Pine Farm School. The South Side 
of tlie city certainly has increased 
in population since 1884. 

In the 1884 directory is listed 15 
blacksmith shops, 7 enrriage makers. 
51 dressmakers, 6 hnrness makers, 7 
hay and grain dealers, 20 milkmen 
( who owned their cows). 2 soap man- 
ufacturers, 11 livery stables, 8 stove 
dealers. 7 wheelwrights. There were 
no automobile dealers or garage re- 
pair shops listed In that directory. 
Neither were there any electrlcinns, 
radio shops or moving picture thea- 
tres.

Mrs. H. Herbert Hale, first vice- 
president, presided at the opening 
meeting of the Woman’s Club of New- 
ton Highlands, Tuesday, October 2nd, 
in the absence of the president.

Three soprano solos were rendered 
by Mrs. Ray S. Kelley, accompanied i 


Governor Brann discussed 
three problems facing his State: 

"We believe,” he declared, "that 
revision of the tax system Is abso- 
lutely necessary, and I feel convinced 
we shall work it out during the next 
legislative session. We must organ- 
ize also to protect the industries In 
New England that have made New 
England great, or we are in danger 
of losing them In this era." 

The other speakers made similar 
points, and It is to be regretted that 
they can not be quoted, due to luck 
of space. 

Professor Robert E. Rogers, of the 
Institute of Technology, as might 
have been expected, aroused his audi- 
ence Into agreement and disagreement 
on Wednesday afternoon, discussing 
literature, writers, and conditions. 

"New England," he said, "Is still 
Interested in real people. As far as 
I kqow. we have no Important psy- 
chologists. We have not much sa- 
tire, and we have no propaganda fic- 
tion. I believe we have produced 
nothing of the sort of thing particu- 
larly concocted for the Hollywood 
scenario or the New York drug store. 

"The poets of New England,” he felt, 
"had exceeded the novelists when it 
came to ranking as great writers in 
I the United States, although, he be- 
lieved, that Kenneth Roberts was 
outstanding and deserved special 
1 mention for his tremendous research, 
enormous capacity for detail and 
knowledge of background, and he de- 
dared that Gladys Carroll should 
have had last year’s Pulitzer prize 
for "As the Earth Turns.’ ” 

On Thursday morning, at the clos- 
I ing session, two speakers made tell- 
I ing points — perhaps one of these be- 
ing the outstanding speaker In pre- 
senting his ideas. A. Lawren Brown, 
of the American Association for Eco- 
nomic Education, urged — and he 
must have inspired — the clubwomen 
to pioneer for courses in money man- 
agement in their local schools. 

He cited Brookline as the sole com- 
munity in the United States or Can- 
ada "in which a completely co-ordin- 
ated course on scientific money man- 
agement is enforced.” 

"Information about stocks and 
finance is more necessary for chil- 
dren’s future welfare and happiness 
and for the stability of the nation 
than all the information a child will 
ever get about the color of a bird’s 
legs or the length of their tails," he 
protested. “We are graduating 2,000,- 
000 financial illiterates each year. We 
teach how to earn money but we do 
not teach what to do with money 
after they have earned it.” 

He recommended a program of 
money management instructing chil- 
dren to open checking accounts in 
sound banks, operate savings act- 
counts in the same types of banks, 
establish reserves to protect their 
families, invest in life and other 
forms of insurance, and to buy good 
bonds and stocks over a sufficient 
geographical area and variety of in- 
dustries to prevent total paralysis of 
income by a single or regional failure. 

He declared: "You all know fam- 
ilies that never had an income of

At present she is manager of the Con- 
sumers’ Research Division of Gen- 
eral Motors Subsidiary, and consultant 
for the Tennessee Valley Authority, 
which is a project touching more than 
eight hundred families living in seven 
different states, for which the United 
States has appropriated several mil- 


lions of dollars, in an endeavor to 
establish a means of livelihood and 
of better living conditions for the 
coal miners and others whose indus- 
tries are now in peril. Mrs. MacDon- 
ald emphasized the fact that the art 
of happier living is denied to no one 
if he will but take advantage of what 
lies before him. Art is not a misty 
something that a few people have. It 
is a desire to grow. It is an integral 
part of one’s existence — that some- 
thing which enables one to get a fresh 
viewpoint on one’s own life, and takes 
one into the realm of human person- 
ality leading to adventures in human 
relationship. Science, art, life, and re- 
ligion are all one if life is happy, and 
they cannot be torn apart. Every 
day is a fresh space in which one 
muy employ the principles of fine de- 
sign, giving ever a great privilege 
for the tomorrow. She stated there 
are three degrees of appreciation es- 
sential if we are true artists — recogni- 
tion, romance and lastly revelation, 
and we must leurn to see below 
the surface manifestation to under- 
stand what a man does, rather than 
what he says.

educate a number of children, attend 
good plays, good concerts, read good 
hooks, take good magazines, contrib- 
ute to all worthy causes, lay up some- 
thing for a rainy day. 

“You also know other families that 
have had an income of $5000 or $10,- 

000 or $20,000 a year for many years, 
who have done none of these things, 
are always in debt, and always un 
happy. 

“What is the difference? Simply a 
matter of money management. 

"Our experience in 1929 proves two 
things: The great need of education 
in money management; second, the 
fact that the more money American 
people make the less money they 

1 save. In that year we earned more 
j money than any year In history, and 

every single group earning income, 
beginning with those who made 
million dollars and over to those who 
had a thousand dollars and under, 
spent more than they earned. 

“No group saved, no group lived 
within its income, every single group 
plunged head over heels into debt. 
Let us not fool ourselves that we are 
going to start to save money when 
times get good. We never do. The 
only time we begin is when times 
are bad. If the American people had 
been trained in money management, 
we would have saved a great deal of 
money, anil we would not have con- 
tracted debts, because we would all 
have lived inside our incomes."

Auto Insurance 
Law Is Burden 
On Car Owner 


Insurance Counsel Tells Rb- 
tarians of Rackets Created 
By It 


"The Compulsory Insurance Law of 
Massachusetts has created the most 
gigantic racket that this state has 
ever had," declared John W. Downs, 
Boston lawyer and legislative counsel 
for the Insurance Federation in his 
talk to the Rotarians at their weekly 
meeting on Monday at the Braeburn 
Club. "What has happened since the 
bill became law in 1927 is exactly what 
Henry Shattuck, treasurer of Harvard 
College and member of the legislature 
so accurately foretold in his fight 
against the bill.’’ Year after year, 
from 1918 to 1925, a compulsory insur- 
ance bill was rejected on Beacon Hill 
until the present bill became a law. 
The insurance companies continuously 
argued against its adoption. 

“Theoretically.” said the speaker, 
"the compulsory insurance legislation 
reads all right, but in practice it has 
certainly been a great failure. Deaths 
and injuries have increased instead 
of decreased due to the irresponsibil- 
ity of drivers which the law engend- 
ers. Exaggerated claims and illegal 
registrations have increased the cost 
of insurance and imposed a burden on 
the average owner. The speaker pre- 
sented many figures to back up his 
statement. No other state has a com- 
pulsory insurance law and the plan 
has been rejected by one progressive 
state after another and a financial re- 
sponsibility has adopted instead. A 
Canadian commission sent to Boston 
to investigate the workings of the 
Massachusetts law went back to Can- 
ada strongly advising against it and 
the Dominion wisely acted according 
to these findings. "When this whole 
matter of accidents is put back to 
where it belongs, on the shoulders of 
the operators themselves, then we 
shall have some relief.” said thf 
speaker in conclusion. 

Donnell Carr, manager of the Wool- 
worth store of Newton Centre, was 
welcomed into the membership of the 
club. Among the nine present, one — 
Basil Matthews — is a member of the 
Folkestone. England, club, a lecturer 
at Andover-Newton and Boston Uni- 
versity this semester.

Talent 
has applied for a license to sell malt 
and wine beverages in connection with 
a restaurant to he located at 2297 
Washington street, Newton Lower 
Falls. The protests have been made 
by Rev. Edwin Fairweather of the 
Perrin Memorial Methodist Episcopal 
Church and members of that church, 
by members of St. Mary’s Episcopal 
Church. 

The village of Lower Falls is part- 
ly in Newton and partly in Wellesley. 
The business section of the village is 
contiguous, separated by the Charles 
River at Washington street. The 
Methodist and Episcopal churches are 
on the Newton side, but the majority 
of their parishioners reside on the 
Wellesley side. Wellesley voted 
against granting licenses for the sale 
of liquor at the election last year. 
Some months ago many of the persons 
now protesting against the granting of 
the license to Talent, protested un- 
successfully agaiust the granting of a 
license for t lie sale of liquor in pack- 
ages at Newton Lower Falls. 


Gets Jail Term 
For Starting Row 
At Nonantum 


Nicholas Lupo of 60 Capitol street, 
Watertown, was arraigned in the 
Newton court on Tuesday charged 
with drunkenness and disturbing the 
peace. He was sentenced to serve 30 
days in Middlesex County prison on 
the first charge, and fined $10 on the 
second. John Keaveney of 299 Cen- 
tre st., Newton, was found not guilty 
of disturbing the peace. Patrolman 
Walker testified that he had invesi- 
gated the case after having arrested 
both, and found that Lupo had as- 
saulted Keaveney. 


Accuses Newton 
Police of Brutal 
Assault in Arrest 

Mayor Exonerates Policeman 
On Newton Man's Charge 

Following complaints made by Ir- 
win F. White of 28 Cabot street, New- 
ton, that he had been brutally as- 
saulted Sunday night by Patrolman 
Harold Hoyt of the Newton police, an 
investigation was conducted by Chief 
of Police Hughes, the findings sub- 
mitted to Mayor Weeks, and Hoyt waB 
exonerated by the officials of the 
charges made against him by White. 
The latter Is 35 years of age and a 
man of slight physique. He was ar- 
rested on Sunday night about 11:20 by 
Patrolmen Barr and Hoyt on the 
charge of drunkenness, while the po- 
licemen were on Peabody street in a 
cruising car. 

White. In letters to the Mayor and 
Chief Hughes stated that he was 
taken to the cellar of Engine 1 flr<» 
station on Washington street, where 
there Is a sub-police station, punched 
several times in the face by Hoyt, 
thrown to the floor and kicked, and 
then grabbed by the throat and his 
head knocked against the wall. He 
said that as a result his forehead was 
split, he received a black eye, his face 
was injured, his legs bruised and he 
was rendered unconscious. He ap- 
peared in the Newton court on Mon- 
day before Judge Bacon with face 
bandaged. He said that he was not 
drunk when arrested, but had drunk 
several glasses of beer. 

Patrolman Barr’s report of the case 
states that White was running away 
from Patrolman Thomas Whelan when 
arrested, and was drunk. It further 
states that while the prisoner was be- 
ing detained in the entry at the fire 
station, he tripped Hoyt, ran out the 
door, tripped and fell on the cement 
walk and thus received the injury to 
his eye. A report made by Sergeant 
Michael Sullivan of the Newton po- 
lice substantiates the report made by 
Barr. He states that when he ap- 
proached the station he saw White 
running out, pursued by Barr and 
Hoyt, and saw him thrown to the side- 
walk. Sullivan stated that he tried 
to give first aid to White for his wound 
near his eye. but that the prisoner 
struggled and would not lot him at- 
tend to the cut. Sullivan said he 
did not see White abused. 

Judge Bacon continued White’s case 
from Monday to Tuesday. On Tues- 
day the judge commented that he did 
not think the police would have beaten 
White unless there was provocation. 
He Imposed a suspended sentence to 
the State Farm.

The sunlight of a beautiful October 
day was a most appropriate setting 
for the dedication of the Chancel Win- 
dow in the Union Church in Waban. 
Sunday morning last The theme of 
the new chancel window is the Liv- 
ing Christ and His Relationship with 
People, or as it might otherwise be 
expressed, the Universality of Christ’s 
Appeal. 

Mr. Clifford Walker made the dedi- 
cation address and the Rev. Charles 
H. Cutler offered the prayer of dedi- 
cation. 

Mr. Walker spoke as follows: 

"One ancient letter from the Arch- 
bishop of Power describes the build- 
ing of Chartres Cathedral In the 12th 
century. The work was done with 
an intensity of religious fervor which 
has seldom been equalled. Rich and 
poor, young and old, princes and sub- 
jects. harnessed themselves to the 
wagons which drew from the quarries, 
five miles away, the huge blocks of 
stone of which the church was built. 
In great processions marched men. 
women and children, each bringing to 
the site of the building his offering 
of materials or of provisions for the 
workers. 

"I like to think that the window 
in our chancel, the glorious blue of 
which resembles that of some of the 
windows in Chartres was made pos- 
sible by a similar effort of our con- 
gregation.” 

"First of all. the idea of having a 
new window was not the conception 
of any one mind, but the result of al- 
most simultaneous expressions of hope 
or desire on the part of various per- 
sons who had the church often in 
their thoughts.” 

“Then the assembling of the re- 
quired funds has gone on for several 
years, and has involved general and 
widespread effort on the part of many. 
In this has joined every organization 
of our church — the Women's Asso- 
ciation. the Church School, the Forum, 
the Comrades of the Way. the Choir. 
The project appealed ,to all. the re- 
sponse was cordial and enthusiastic. 
Small gifts were volunteered by many, 
some in memory of former members 
of the congregation. The few who 
were asked to complete the fund did 
so rather as the sharing of a privilege 
than as the result of any persuasion.” 

"Finally, the working out of the 
plans, the selection of the material, 
the choice of an artist and the ap- 
proval of a design were entrusted 
to a committee representing the 
church, the Society, the Women’s As- 
sociation and the Trustees. This com- 
mittee consulted frequently with your 
ministers, with the architect of the 
Church, with associate architects and 
with those in our midst, such as Prof.

With but a few minutes of play 
remaining, Newton took to the air in 
attempt to shake a runner loose 
for a long gain. The second pass was 
intercepted and Lynn had another op- 
portunity which was thwarted when 
several passes were incompleted and 
Newton took the ball again on downs 
at Its own 20-yard line after a fourth 
down pass over the goal. A few min- 
utes later play ended. 

Newton had two possible chances 
to score. The first came early in the 
game when the Newton line crashed 
through to block a Lynn punt on the 
third play after the kickoff. Lynn re- 
covered the hnll and its next kick set 
Newton back to midfield. The second 
opportunity came early In the final pe- 
riod. Coach Sanborn sent his second 
stringers in at the start of this ses- 
sion and a march was started. Reeling 
off three first downs in a row from 
the Newton 35-yard stripe to the Lynn 
27-yard line, the Newton team finally 
surrendered the ball on downs. Coach 
Sanborn sent his first team back in 
again hut they could not hold the ad- 
vantage and a long punt by Harmon, 
Lynn end who dropped back to do 
the kicking, sailed over Moore’s head 
to the Newton 10-yard line. Moore ran 
it back to the 22, but on the next 
play a lateral pass to Savignano went 
wrong and McCullough, Lynn guard, 
won In the scramble for possession of 
the hall to set the stage for the un- 
availing assault on the Newton goal- 
line. 

Newton had much the better of the 
game from a rushing standpoint gain- 
ing a total of 88 yards to but 2 for 
the visitors. Newton also had a 6 to 
2 edge in first downs with one of the 
Lynn first downs coming from a 25- 
yard pass and the other on two suc- 
cessive offside penalties against New- 
ton. Five of Newton’s first downs 
were made by rushing the ball, one 
because of a Lynn penalty and none 
the air route. Newton attempted 
hut five passes of which none were 
completed and two were intercepted. 
Lynn tried thirteen passes, completed 
one and had one intercepted by My- 
Newton quarterback. Lynn had 
the edge in the punting end of the 
game which was a great aid in off- 
setting Newton’s rushing advantage. 
Repeatedly the Lynn punter would 
boot the hall over the Newton safety 
On one occasion Sar- 
gent Moore, Newton fullback, chased 
ball to the two yard line where it 
looked as though it might have had 
enough momentum to carry it over. 

A Lynn end was coming down fast, 
however, and Moore picked up the 
ball and rushed it out to the 10-yard 
stripe. Earl Savignano did some good 
punting for Newton though he could 
not match the Lynn punter’s efforts. 
One of the Savignano’s boots was 
good for 56 yards putting the visitors 
out of a threatening position. 

Much of the game was played be- 
tween the thirty yard lines with but 
few thrills. In the second half Gil- 
bert Myers got away on a long run 
and had a clear field ahead only to he 
pulled down from behind by Churmlsk. 
The efforts of both were nullified when 
the officials called the ball back for 
an offside penalty. Numerous penal- 
ties helped to slow up the game con- 
siderably and while both teams were 
offending Newton was set hack consid- 
erably more than the visitors.

The trustees ask the 
willing co-operation of the public in 
observing’ the rules, all of which have 
hut one object, — better care and com- 
fort of the patients.

The Chancel 
Window in 
Union Church

Frayor, whose acquaintance with for- 
eign cathedrals gave them knowledge 
of the fundamental traditions of 
church decoration. The trips of your 
committee to other cities and towns 
to study materials, designs and the 
work of various artists were often 
participated in by other members of 
the congregation whose interest in the 
problem was inspiring and whose 
views were of great help in enabling 
us to select as .our medium the tra- 
ditional stained and painted glass of 
the Charters or 12th century type, 
and as our artist, Mr. Wilbur Herbert 
Burnham of Boston, whose windows 
in the Cathedral of St. John the Di- 
vine in New York, All Saints Episco- 
pal Church in Worcester and else- 
where, have made him a nationally 
known craftsman in glass." 

“The general interest and the wide- 
spread co-operation which the pro- 
ject received, developed in our minds 
th idea of a design which should ex- 
press the universal appeal of Christ 
to all groups and types of people.” 

"With such skill and enthusiasm, 
your two ministeVs worked out this 
thought in the form of a central 
or basic theme, which one might call 
the Universality of Christ's appeal, 
with illustrations of incidents from 
the life of Christ, bringing out with 
striking clearness the message which 
the window was to convey.” 

“Their plan was reviewed by the 
artist in consultation with the com- 
mittee, minor revisions suggested and 
the preparation of a pictorial repre- 
sentation of the theme left to the ar- 
tist. A sketch in color was then made 
and submitted to us, and comments 
received, not only from the ministers 
and the committee but from other 
friends of the project. Finally the 
design and the color treatment were 
agreed upon. There the mechanical 
execution of the work lay before us, 
and the greater portion of our work 
was done.” 

“To all who have helped us to real- 
ize our dream, by their gifts, their 
counsel and their devoted service, to 
our ministers, the members of our 
committee, particularly Mr. St. Law- 
rence, who acted as its secretary, our 
trustees, our architects, our consult- 
ants, the many friends whose com- 
ments and criticism developed new 
ideas, to the artist whose unfailing 
patience and courtesy lightened our 
labors, to all of these we now ex- 
press our grateful appreciation.” 

“It may interest you to know how 
the design was carried out in glass. 
The process has, moreover, to me a 
certain meaning or symbolism. Af- 
ter a life size drawing was prepared 
from the colored sketch, a copy was 
made dividing it into the multitude 
of tiny pieces each of which repre- 
sents in the final work a bit of col- 
ored glass. From this, paper pat- 
terns of each individual fragment 
were prepared and from these the 
separate pieces of glass were cut. 
These bits of glass were then, with 
infinite patience, assembled into a 
complete picture in glass of each 
scene in the whole design. Faces, 
hands and details were painted in. 
The whole was then covered with a 
shading wash or paint which an ar- 
tist later removed in varying degrees, 
under the supervision of the designer, 
to give the necessary variety of tone 
and gradations of color. Then the 
medallions were fired or baked, re- 
painted for further shading, fired 
again, and perhaps again, retouched, 
leaded and a section installed in the 
church to be studied here under dif- 
ferent conditions of light. Here we 
tried to arrive at the right intensity 
of color under conditions which might 
be considered a fair average of the 
entire year, during the hours of our 
usual services.” 

"In considering the present bright- 
ness of certain colors, we gave thought 
to the future effect of what might 
be called ‘weathering.’ that Is, the 
gradual softening of the shades by j 
the action of natural forces and con- j 
ditions. In stained glass, colors soften ! 
and grow richer with the years, and 
what today may be brilliant may be- •

fore long ripen into precisely the 
shade most desired. If I may borrow 
an apt expression from Dr. Park, ‘Age 
adds the mellowing touch which the 
finger of man cannot produce.’ When 
our study of color was completed, the 
whole window was assembled in the 
studio, studied, retouched where nec- 
essary, and at last installed as you 
see it. In design and in color, our 
effort has been to obtain as the main 
decorating feature of our chancel, a 
window the beauty and significance of 
which will grow upon us as we come 
to know it better. I like to think 
that not only does the design well 
typify the fundamental doctrine of a 
Union Church — the appeal of Christ 
to every type of person — but that the 
assembling into one united object of 
beauty of myriads of bits of glass — 
a result made possible by the gifts 
and the service of many worshippers 
— again symbolizes the life of this 
Union Church. As I look with you at 
this window, each bit of glass repre- 
sents to me the thought, the help, 
the service of some one of our own 
congregation. In this window some- 
where is your bit of glass, dear old 
Grandma Wiley’s bit of glass, a frag- 
ment for every child in the Church 
School. It is your window, our win- 
dow, just as this church is your 
church and our church.” 

“As the fusion of many individual 
particles has produced in this window 


a glorious whole, so may the devo- 
ted effort and the common love for 
God of each one of us make of this 
Union Church a thing of beauty and of 
inspiration in the life of our com- 
munity.” 

“To the trustees of the Union 
Church of Waban. For the use of 
this church your committee, repre- 
senting many of your members who 
love beauty and are inspired by it, 
present this window. May it and 
our beloved church with the passing 
of each year, bring into our lives a 
deeper and a richer light.”

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CONGRESSMAN LUCE MUST BE RETURNED 

Congressman Robert Luce of Waltham is opposed at the com- 
ing election by Mayor Richard M. Russell of Cambridge. There 
are many who believe that it will be one of the closest cam- 
paigns for the veteran Congressman in many years. This does 
not alter the fact that it is of paramount importance that 
Congressman Luce should be returned to office. He is one of 
the ablest members of the National House of Representatives 
and having served long has not only considerable party in- 
fluence but is one of the few high ranking Republican 
members. 

We realize that many voters have the feeling that Congress- 
man Luce did not go through with them on the prohibition 
question. Briefly resuming the situation of a few years ago a 
statement by Congressman Luce informed the voters that he 
would not vote for the repeal of prohibition unless there was 
a guarantee against the return of the saloon. At the National 
conventions in 1932 neither party adopted a platform which 
included such a guarantee. Thus, when the repeal question 
came up in Congress there should be no criticism because of 
his- vote against repeal which failed to guarantee against the 
return of the old evil of the saloon. Congressman Luce is to 
be congratulated for maintaining his stand in the face of the 
overwhelming sentiment in favor of repeal. With him it is 
never a decision based upon political expediency, but a decision 
based upon the merits of the question involved. We trust that 
the voters who have been wont to criticise Congressman Luce 
on the prohibition question will realize that as far as the pend- 
ing campaign is concerned it is not now an issue. 

In the present campaign there will probably be consider- 
able ammunition fired at Congressman Luce for his criticism 
of the “new deal” policies. Here again the average voter is 
very apt to be led astray by the sympathetic appeal to “rub- 
ber stamp” all acts of the administration. Congressman Luce 
knows the effect of new policies far more than the voters 
themselves. His criticisms are leveled only against those pol- 
icies which he fears will prove of detriment to the country as 
a whole and to the district and State which he represents. We 
wonder if the average citizen and voter expects that Congress- 
man Luce will take the same viewpoint of every question that 
the voter does? Such a thing is clearly impossible and would 
lead to demagoguery almost immediately. Progressive legisla- 
tion can only be carried out by a combination of opinions and 
viewpoints with the final plan selected from the most desir- 
able conclusions. Congressman Luce through his years ot ex- 
perience his knowledge of finance and legislation, and his 
ability must be returned to Congress from the ninth district.

Bacon vs. Curley

Comment has been made about the 
length of time the big excavation has 
been open on Commonwealth 
Washington st.. West Newton. This 
excavation was made in connection 
with the work of laying sewers in 
Day. Hope and other streets in the 
neighborhood nearby. There were 
two reasons for the slowness of this 
job. An excavation 22 feet in depth 
had to be made and a ledge of rock 
was struck. But the principal obstacle 
was the appearance of a large stream 
of water which has kept four pumps 
going to prevent the big trench from 
becoming flooded. In Commonwealth 
ave. are two large water mains: a 20- 
inch main of the Newton water system 
and a huge 60-inch main of the Metro- 
politan water system. It was sup- 
posed that the stream of water flow- 
ing into the sewer trench was caused 
by leukage from one or the other of 
these two big water mains. A num- 
ber of tests were made by employees 
of both the Newton and Metropolitan 
water departments, but no leaks were 
found. It is now supposed that the 
stream of water which has been de- 
laying the sewer job comes from some 
natural source. It is expected that 
the trench will be filled within the 
next couple of weeks. 

Since Massachusetts compels all au- 
tomobile owners to carry compulsory 
liability insurance, and the high cost 
of this insurance is caused in large 
part by damages awarded for mythical 
injuries, why should not the State 
have official medical examiners for 
persons who claim to receive injuries 
in automobile accidents? Possibly, if 
this were done hundreds of thousands 
of dollars would be saved yearly for 
automobile owners who have to pay 
insurance claims to accident “victims” 
who complain of strained backs and 
other injuries that are neither ap- 
parent nor real. 

Section 191 of the Ordinances of 
the City of Newton reuds — “No person 
shall place, or cause tu be placed upon 
any sidewalk, any lumber, iron, eoal, 
trunk, bale, box, crate, cask, package, 
article or thing whatsoever so us to 
obstruct free passage for iruvelers.” 

For some years this ordinance bus 
been flagrantly violated. Since chain 
stores became common in this city, 
they have resorted to the use of pub- 
lic sidewalks in business sections ior 
the displuy and sule of fruit, vegeta- 
bles, groceries and other articles ot 
merchandise. They huve received per 
mission from ut least one city official 
in the pust to so usurp public side- 
walks, permission that legully cannot 
be given. The use of sidewulks in our 
business sections for the displuy and 
sale of merchandise not only obstructs 


free passage for travelers hut is ob 

jectionable from the standpoint of 
health. Dust gathers on food so dis- 
played; dogs and flies contaminate it. 

One cut-price market at Newton 
Corner not only uses the sidewalk in 
front of its store for the sate of food 
articles but has salesmen on the side- 
walk hawking, similar to Blackstone 
st. in Boston. The other day this 
murket had eleven 100-pound bags of 
potatoes piled six tiers high on a 
wooden box. If this heavy pile top- 
pled over onto some pedestrian the 
City of Newton would be liable for 
damages. We have heard the City 
Solicitor state that the city is liable 
for injuries to anyone resulting from 
an obstacle placed on a sidewalk. It 
is about time that city officials stopped 
the illegal use of sidewalks as stores 
or adjuncts to stores. 

Monday we received a letter from 
"Bob” Evans, formerly a well-known 
automobile dealer and garage owner 
of Newton. "Bob” is now owner of 
Rancho del Sol at Palm Springs, Cali- 
fornia. The letter read as follows: 
“Deur Ed.: 

“A few weeks ago in the NEWTON 
GRAPHIC you scoffed at the idea that 
Communism hud anything to do with 
strikes, or was gaining a foothold in 
this country. I only wish you were 
here in California right now. Please 
read the enclosed pamphlets which 
are being circulated by the hundreds 
of thousands, und Sinclair has not 
applied to the courts yet to stop them. 

On the radio they have time 
and again invited the writers arrested 
und haled into court. But what you 
will read is taken from his own writ- 
ings. So, what Is your unswer? If 
Sinclair Is elected Governor of Cali- 
fornia on November Gtli, 1934, look 
out!" 

Enclosed with Mr. Evans' letter were 
two leaflets attacking Upton Sinclair 
and containing statements mude by 
him, as well as his alleged activities 
in the Communistic movement. In 
these leaflets Sinclair is accused of 
being a “delller of all churches und 
ull Christian institutions." 

The item we wrote und to which 
Mr. Evans referred was published un- 
der "About Town” in the July 20th is- 
sue of the GRAPHIC, It read: 

"Propaganda spread for the pur- 
pose of giving the impression to the 
public thul the trouble on the Pacific 
coast is a Communistic uprising will 
do much more harm thun good, even 
to the interests which resort to sucli 
propugundu. The widespread strikes 
at Sun Francisco und elsewhere ure 
purticiputed in for the most part by 
workers who ure opposed to Commu- 
nism. it would he well for those who 
ure trying to drug u ‘Red’ herring 
across the trail to remember thut while 
‘you cun fool some of the people ull 
of the time, you can’t fool ull of the 
people all of the time.’ ”

Four weeks from the day this col- 
umn is being written, the voters of 
Massachusetts will ring down the cur- 
tain on a political drama such as this 
State has never before witnessed. One 
of two things is bound to take place 
on Election Day. Tuesday, November 
6. Either, Gaspar G. Bncon, as fine 
and capable a public servant as Mass- 
achusetts 1ms ever produced, will re- 
ceive his just reward, or else he will 
be repudiated, and. to a certain ex- 
tent. humiliated by the very same vo- 
ters who for over a decade have helped 
him along the pathway to political 
success. The stakes Involved in Ba- 
con’s case are tremendous. You may, 
therefore expect to witness the most 
spectacular, the most bitterly fought 
and, parenthetically, one of the most 
expensive campaigns in many years 
Absolutely no effort will be spared to 
put Bacon across: but the balance of 
the State ticket will be obliged to car- 
ry on more or less under its ow 
steam. Even Congressional candi- 
dates, Governor’s Councillors, and im- 
portant legislators will be left to 
their own devices. It is the Govern- 
orship which the G.O.P. wants and 
needs desperately, if it hopes to keep 
Massachusetts in, the Republican col- 
umn. No longer is Massachusetts 
rock-ribbed Republican State. 

One expert, a former Speaker of the 
House, figured out within the year 
that the actual margin between the 
two major parties was only S.000 to 
10,000 votes in favor of the Republi- 
cans, and that the independent voter 
reigned supreme. I keep hammering 
on this point because the average Re- 
publican cannot be made to realize 
that Massachusetts threatens to be- 
come a Democratic State within five 
or ten years’ time. If you do not rel- 
ish that thought, you should get out 
on the firing-line and register your 
friends and neighbors who are not now 
on the registration list. Bacon can 
be saved in just two ways: first, by 
piling up the biggest G.O.P. registra- 
tion in history: and second, by getting 
out every conceivable Republican vote 
on Election Day. And there is not 
one minute to lose! The time to 
start work is nowr! 

said in my September 28 column 
that the crying need in this campaign 
as a master mind who would dictate 
the entire strategy of the campaign, 
compel adherence to the policies he 
might lay down, and provide, with Ba- 
con, a militant und enthusiastic lead- 
ership. Curiously enough, I encount- 
ered a veteran New England columnist 
at the State House yesterday, and dis- 
cussed the campaign from all angles, 
incidentally quoting the statement 
just made. Said he: "You have put 
our finger right on the spot. We 
have at least seven headquarters, in- 
cluding public and private meeting 
places. When a man asks where to 
go for information or conference, he 
is routed to one of the seven places, 
depending on whether his errand is 
personal or pertains to finance, regis- 
tration, organization, etc., etc." Not 
a healthy situation, is it? Centrali- 
zation, unification of control, and 
something akin to dictatorship would 
seem to be required right now. 

What of the campaign to-day? What 
progress has -been made by the G.O.P. 
Victory parade? It was good psychol- 
ogy to stage it. Bacon, apparently, 
got tlie jump on Curley and assumed 
the offensive, striving earnestly to 
rorce his antagonist to debate State 
issues, — the G.O.P.’s only hope in the 
campaign. Curley, beaten to the mark, 
adopted a different type of psychol- 
ogy and remained relatively inactive, 

— at least us far as rallies and bally- 
hoo were concerned. He made it ap- 


pear (and is still doing so) that tho 
weary voter needed a rest from poli- 
tics after the heat of the primary con- 
test. He is exceedingly busy on or- 
ganization work and registration, 
and will probably succeed in rolling up 
the largest pre-election registration in 
Boston’s history. His real campaign, 
however, starts about October 15. He 
will stuge three large Sunday evening 
rallies In Worcester, Springfield, and 
Boston, and hopes to reach 40,000 vo- 
ters in that way. His experience with 
Sunday evening rallies has been high 
ly successful for some years. 

This campaign would have a very 
humorous angle were it not for the 
utter seriousness of the Issues in- 
volved. Here we have Bacon assidu- 
ously covering the State with his po- 
litical entourage, discoursing on Stute 
issues, attacking Curley’s record, and 
doing everything in his power to force 
his opponent to answer him. But 
James Michael has suddenly become 
deaf, though by no means dumb or 
blind. He cannot seem to hear what 
Bacon is saying. He is now firmly 
impinged on President Roosevelt’s 
coattail, and he proposes to stick 
there until the President changes his 
suit. However, the suit is all trumps, 
including the New Deal Relief ace, so 
it will not be changed until after Elec- 
tion Day, anyway. To hear Curley 
talk, you would gather that he thought 
up the New Deal himself, and was its 
sole representative In Massachusetts. 

This brings me to the Three Muske- 
teers of the G. O. P. campaign: for- 
mer Governor Alvan T. Fuller, former 
District Attorney Robert T. Bushnell, 
and Major Judson Hannigan. Bacon 
is properly aggressive and militant, 
but he needs shock-troops and heavy 
artillery, and that is where the Three 
Musketeers fit in. Bushnell, a strong, 
two-fisted fighter, lias already deliv- 
ered some powerful blasts at Curley 
and has started to tear off his mask. 
Hannigan is inserting a punch here 
and there where Mr. Curley doesn’t 
enjoy it, and it is up to the Hon. Al- 
van T. Fuller to get upon the firing- 
line and give Curley some of the poi- 
son gas he fed him in 1924 when he 
slaughtered him by more than 150,000 
votes in Curley’s battle for the Gov- 
ernorship. Yes, Mr. Fuller did an art- 
istic job on Mr. Curley ten years ago, 
and he can do It again. For the sake 
of the G. O. P., let us hope he com- 
mences firing soon. It is doubtful if 
Curley can afford to Ignore, both Ba- 
con and Fuller if they team up on the 
platform and on the air and challenge 
him to defend his public record of 
waste, extravagance, and something 
else besides. As Senator Wragg of 
Needham sagely remarked a short 
time ago, — “At least we know where 
Bacon got his money!” Now, If my 
good friend Robert M. Washburn will 
make a few of his rapier-like thrusts 
through the Curley armor at the same 
time the Three Musketeers and the 
heavy artillery are in action, Mr. 
James Michael Curley’s prospects will 
not loom ao brightly. 

Finally, and, for the sake of empha- 
sis. if you feel that the picture I have 
painted Is a trifle gloomy, remember 
that there are three important con- 
tributions which you may make to the 
Republican cause in Massachusetts: 

First, get your friends, neighbors, 
and business assoc iates to register, be- 
fore the closing date, Oct. 17. 

Second, contribute money for cam- 
paign purposes when asked. 

Third, help to get out a 100% Re- 
publican vote on Nov. 6. Do not wait 
until the day before Election if you 
want to help save Massachusetts for 
the Republican party.

cerlty In this matter. But we still 
contend that the dock workers’ strike 
on the Pacific coast last July was not 
a Communistic uprising, any more 
than the textile strike in New Eng- 
land and the South last month was 
Communistic. These strikes were la- 
bor troubles backed by the labor or- 
ganizations, a large majority of whose 
members are not in sympathy with 
the Communist movement. Undoubt- 
edly the Communists were delighted 
to see these strikes sturt and would 
have been glad to have seen them be- 
come nationwide. Members of the 
Communist party endeavored to take 
advantage of the conditions caused 
by the strikes. 

There is no question but that Upton 
Sinclair is a radical. He became na- 
tionally known as a radical many 
years ago when he wrote his famous 
hook exposing rotten conditions in the 
Chicago stockyard district. He was 
then prominently identified with the 
Socialist party. Although the circu- 
lars mailed to us from California con- 
tain numerous paragraphs which 
show Sinclair’s affiliations with radi- 
cal movements allegedly Communis- 
tic, we have heard Communists bit- 
terly denounce Sinclair, asserting ho 
never was u member of the Commu- 
nist purty, and that he hud, us a So- 
cialist, attacked the Communist party. 
He is now a registered Democrat and 
the nominee or thut purty for Gover- 
nor of California. We believe that 
hi* shift from the Socialist party to 
the Democrats was made for the pur- 
pose of expediency, and not sincerely. 
Wo believe the huge vote given to 
Sinclair by tho Democrats or Califor- 
nia is u parallel of tho big vote given 
James M. Curley by tho Democrats of 
Massachusetts. Both promise to leud 
the victims of depression in their re- 
spective Slates from poverty to work 
und wuges. We believe both to he full 
of baloney, Inasmuch us neither cun 
fulfill the promises mude. 

We believe the political opponents 


of Sinclair in California, sincere 
though some of them may he, are giv- 
ing a tremendous amount of free ad- 
vertising to the Communist party, ad- 
vertising which, naturally, is wel- 
comed l»y the Communists. It must 
he expected, because of the continu- 
ing adverse economic conditions, that 
there will be a trend toward radical- 
ism on the part of the millions affect- 
ed by the depression. And if the con- 
servatives desire to assist in diverting 
this trend towurd Communism let them 
continue to label all radical move- 
ments as Communistic. 

This week Is "National Pharmacy 
Week.”

The 
American druggists have not hrugged 
us much about their importance to 
society us have members of other pro- 
fessions. It is about time they were 
given duo credit for their reul vuluo 
to their fellow men.

It pleases me to record that a utili- 
tarian note has been sounded in the 
political campaign. Possibly my choice 
of metaphor is misleading and I’d bet- 
ter clarify my effort at word-painting 
and say bluntly I am gratified that 
candidates are giving away something 
useful instead of mere buttons to in- 
terest voters. Buttons are more spec- 
tacular and will always remain so but 
they never will inspire ine as did a 
recent gift from a seeker of State of- 
fice. Coming upon him suddenly I re- 
ceived a grasp of his hand, which, 
when disengaged, was plunged back 
into his coat pocket. In another in- 
stant lie had produced a lead pencil. 

It took me by complete surprise bi\t 
I was grateful, although I stammered 
my thanks. Here was I the possessor 
of an Implement intended to serve a 
useful purpose. I cannot say that all 
that I may write with it will prove of 
value and I do not feel any such ob- 
ligation. That would be asking too 
much. Nevertheless, here is a wooden 
pencil, painted with a delicate white 
enamel and lettered in red. The in- 
scription, as you may have guessed, 
emphasizes the importance of elect- 
ing the candidate whose name is bold- 
ly painted thereon, together with the 
name of the office he seeks. 

The legend does not interfere with 
the use of the pencil, or at least it 
should not. Rut I have learned that 
each time I start to make a note with 
it someone who has not seen it before 
says. "Let me see that. It’s a new 
wrinkle in campnign advertising, isn’t 
it?” Of course I hand it over for in- 
spection. Then I am asked, "Is it a 
good one?” After giving assurance 
that it is O. K., comes another query. 
“Are you going to vote for this man?” 
Now ordinarily I strive to be patient 
hut when these questions are fired at 
me each time I would write, the mat- 
ter is becoming complicated. Instead 
of scribbling I am “selling” a candi- 
date. 

However, I suppose my appreciation 
of a good pencil, with an eraser on 
the end, should offset any inconveni- 
ence. It occurs to me that I would pre- 
fer to receive a token Intended for the 
guidance of a voter and yet of such 
a character that it could be used in 
the privacy of his home. Therefore, I 
suggest that instead of pencils, poli- 
tical candidates give to men, razor 
blades or shaving soap, suitably in- 
scribed, and to women lip sticks or fa- 
cial cream. It might cost more but it 
would make a bigger hit.

Arrangement of 
Flowers Proved 
Informative Topic 

The members of the West Newton 
Women’s Educational Club gathered in 
their new “club house,” the Odd Fel- 
lows Hall, North Gate Park, West 
Newton, for the first meeting of the 
season, on Friday, October 5tli. The 
president of the Club, Mrs. Edgar P. 
Hay, extended a warm welcome to the 
Club and to the new members, and 
gave a brief resume of the Club’s ac- 
complishments during* the preceding 
year. She congratulated the chair- 
man of the Rummage Sale and her 
committee who made such a splendid 
financial success of the sale held Sep- 
tember 28th, Mrs. D. Webster An- 
ders in charge. This was the first 
of the three money-making projects of 
the Club for this year. 

Mrs. George H. Jackson, who is rep- 
resenting the Club at the State Fed- 
eration Institute this year, gave an 
excellent report of the opening day of 
this department meeting. 

Mrs. Harry S. Wells, chairman of 
the Garden Club, then introduced tlie 
speaker of the afternoon, Mr. Allyne 
W. Hixson, who expressed his ideas 
on the arrangement of Flowers in the 
Home. He brought a large assort- 
ment of flowers with him, such as 
marigolds, roses, chrysanthemums, 
gladioli, and others: also many types 
of containers, and he arranged a 
number of beautiful bouquets suitable 
for luncheon, dinner, and buffet sup- 
per tables. He explained how one 
should first have a mental picture of 
just what is desired in flower arrange- 
ment, and then visualize how certain 
blossoms are going to look in the con- 
tainers lie chooses, in order to get the 
most artistic effect. He made the 
point that a container does not neces- 
sarily have to be an expensive or 
elaborate one; in fact, a green glass 
jar with a few trailing branches of 
English ivy is moHt effective, if placed 
in a sunny window. Highly-glazed 
pottery vases are not desirable as a 
rule, he stated, as they are noticed 
sooner than the flowers in them. Other 
points made were: tlie use of a few 
buds with the full-blown blossoms;

Pertinent Remarks 
From Washington 

The chairman of International Re- 
lations of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs appeals to clubwomen 
nation-wide for assistance collective- 
ly and individually in asking Congress 
to pass legislation this winter which 
will destroy the menace of munitions 
manufacture and sale, so that war may 
be outlawed. Her remarks pertinent 
— and to the cannibal only will they 
seem impertinent — show the deep 
place the effort has in our leader's 
mind and heart, and recall Mrs. 
Poole’s message at Hot Springs. Mrs. 
Laura Waples McMullen of New York 
City, the chairman, says: "Arma- 

ment makers have the power to send 
nations to war only because millions 
of people respond emotionally to false 
and dangerous ideas. Race prejudice, 
fanatical ‘isms', hatred of the foreign- 
er and even of our countrymen when 
they differ from us provide the soil 
in which the merchants of death, the 
world’s munition makers, plant their 
own propaganda to keep alive the in- 
stitution of war for their own profit. 

"We are interested in the Congres- 
sional investigation of the munitions 
industry now going on in Washington. 
It is important for us to know what 
has been done by this industry to 
promote war for profit. 

“Does the world continue to go to 
war only because armament makers 
order it? Have these ’fifty obese old 
gentlemen sitting in board rooms.’ as 
Norman Angell calls the English 
armament makers, the power to force 
the English people of fifty million 
persons to proceed on a path of 
known self-destruction? They have 
had that power, yes. but only because 
millions of persons in England re- 
sponded emotionally to false and dan- 
gerous ideas. 

"Cannibalism died slowly because 
of the tribal patriotism which the cult 
priests fomented. Will war die as 
slowly because these modern priests 
of the war-cult control the minds of 
men and women with their tool of 
psychopathic nationalism? 

“As in the days of cannibalism, so 
now with war. there is a group who 
profit by the continuance of the cus- 
tom. More ominous too is the pres- 
ence in society of an emotional fer- 
vor, a revival of the old tribal patrio- 
tism — this mad nationalism — when it 
is fanatical — which struts across the 
stage of certain modern nations. 

"Our government is undertaking the 
only honest effort which has ever been 
made by any country to investigate 
thoroughly and completely the activi- 
ties of the munitions industry in pro- 
moting war. Last May, our presi 
dent, Mrs. Grace Morrison Poole, said 
in her radio address at Hot Springs. 
‘I wonder what would happen if two 
million women said to the United 
States Government. ‘ ‘We demand that 
profit be taken out of war-making. 
We demand that all resources be 
commandeered by the Government if 
war comes to this land of ours. We 
demand that no aid of any kind what- 
soever be given to nations engaged in 
war.’ ’ 

“Under Mrs. Poole’s leadership we 
stand solidly as an organization behind 
our Government in its effort to inves- 
tigate the munitions industry. I won< 
der what will happen now when two 
million women are on the march."

CAMBRAI NO LONGER HEARS 

WATCHMAN’S "ALL’S WELL!” 

For centuries a watchman in the 
lofty belfry of St. Martin 1ms kept a 
wakeful eye on the quaint old French 
city of Cambrai, warning the inhabi 
tants in case of fire or an attack from 
nn enemy, and sounding the hours on 
big bell. Each night, just before 
midnight, the gallus, as the venerable 
watchman was called, "Cambresiens, 
sleep in peace!" — although he often 
awoke light sleepers and started dogs 
to barking. 

Last month, the city, for reasons of 
economy, dismissed the watchman and 
installed electrical machinery in the 
belfry to loll the hours. Thus an ar- 
tisan of another historic craft bows 
to the march of time. 

The name "Cambrai” may suggest 
to women the fine cloth called "cam- 
bric,” and rightly so, because the 
fabric was first woven at Cambrai and 
takes its name from the town. To the 
French, however, It Is known as "ba- 
tiste, ’’ from the name of its alleged 
inventor, Baptiste Coutaing, a 13-cen 
tury weaver of the city.

Jobs Available 
For Newton Men 
On PWA Work 


Jobs for 18 workmen, most of them 
mechanics, are available for Newton 
men on PWA jobs in this city If they 
can be round and can qualify. These 
jobs, according to investigation made 
by the office of Mayor Sinclair Weeks, 
are now being filled by residents of 
other cities. 

Eighteen of the jobs are on the New 
Nevada Street grade school, 16 on 
the Bigelow Junior High School addi- 
tion. 1 1 on the F. A. Day Junior High 
School addition, and 3 on the new 
municipal incinerator. To qualify 
the workmen must he residents of 
Newton and members of trade unions. 

The available work is for 2 carpen- 
ters, 5 iron workers, one laborer, 2 
cement finishers, one engineer, 3 struc- 
tural steel men, one steamfitter, 2 lath- 
ers and one sheet metal worker on 
the Nevada Street school job; 1 pipe 
coverers, 4 building movers, 2 lathers, 
and one each night fireman, welder, 
stage builder, mixer man, plasterer 
and sheet metal man on the Bigelow 
School; 3 floor layers, 2 window clean- 
ers, 2 linoleum layers, one flllerer and 
one each grainer. iron worker and sign 
writer on the Day School. 

At the Incinerator joh there is need 
for two Newton chimney builders and 
one iron worker. 

Reports so far received by the May- 
or state that theses jobs paid for by 
Newton citizens, for the most part 
out of taxes, are given to residents of 
other cities and towns because there 
are either none of these tradesmen in 
Newton or there are none available. 
Under the law, preference must, ac- 
cording to PWA regulations, be given 
to Newton citizens, and Mayor Weeks 
is determined that non-residents shall 
he discharged from these jobs if New- 
ton men can be found to fill them.

Refuse Business 
Zone in Private 
Residence Zone 

At a meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night the petition 
of Matilda Brlson to have land at 907 
Watertown st., West Newton, and two 
adjoining lots, changed from private 
residence to business zone was re- 
fused. Alderman Cronin asked Aider- 
man Grebenstein, chairman of the 
Claims and Rules Committee, why 
the petition had been turned down. 
Mr. Grebenstein replied that it would 
be improper zoning to chnnge three 
lots of land in the midst of a resi- 
dence section into a business zone 
and thut expansion of business along 
Watertown st. is not needed. He ex- 
plained that Mrs. Brison had stated 
that a nursery would be operated on 
this land, and also a stand for the 
sale of fruit and vegetables. 

Alderman Gallagher said the peti- 
tion is quite unique. He asserted 
that the site had been used for busi- 
ness "from time immemorial.” He said 
that to ids knowledge business had 
been conducted there for 35 years. He 
stated that all the neighbors of Mrs. 
Brison favor thut change and that 
the opposition came from persons liv- 
ing remote from the land. He admit- 
ted that while a nursery might be 
started on the site, some other type 
of business might follow. He contend- 
ed thut the Aldermen would not be 
criticised for changing the zone, and 
that if Mrs. Brison took the matter 
to court she would win out. 

Alderman Grebenstein said the 
Claims and Rules Committee sympath- 
ized with the petitioner, hut there is 
more than sympathy at stake. He said 
that 50 property owners in the vicini- 
ty had opposed the petition. Alderman 
Holden said that if Mrs. Brison de- 
sires merely to start a nursery she 
can do so without having the zone 
changed, provided no building is erect- 
ed. He called attention to the fact that 
land in Newton is not zoned. Aider- 
man Gallagher asked for City Solici- 
tor Bartlett’s opinion, but Mr. Bart- 
lett had departed from the room. Mr. 
Grebenstein said that the committee 
knew it had acted legally in recom- 
mending against the petition, as it 
would be "illegal spots” only. 

Alderman Bowen, replying to Galla- 
gher’s contention that the courts 
would decide against the verdict of 
the Aldermen, called attention to the 
fact that Newton’s zoning ordinance 
has been found to be in accord with 
State law. He said he knows the land, 
being a resident of and Alderman 
from West Newton, and he knows the 
petitioner. He said that the bakery 
business which formerly had been 
carried on at 907 Watertown st., had 
not been conducted for years, and 
that the other land had not been used 
for some time for the training of 
horses, as it formerly was used. He 
said that if this land is placed in a 
business zone it can be used for many 
kinds off business, such as a gasoline 
station, garage or stores, with the re- 
sultant destruction in value to attrac- 
tive residences in that neighborhood. 

The only Alderman votjng against 
giving the petitioner leave to with- 
draw was Gallagher.

On Monday the car used by the 
bandits was sighted in Springfield and 
pursued by police of that city who 
fired several shots at the car. The 
bandits eluded the police and several 
hours later the car was found aban- 
doned in Sheffield, Connecticut. It 
was found that the car was one that 
had been stolen sometime ago. 


At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night it was voted 
unanimously to refuse the petition of 
the Metropolitan Ice Company for a 
permit to store 50,000 gallons of fuel 
oil in tanks on the property of the 
company adjoining Crystal Lake, New- 
ton Centre.

COACH SANBORN SHIFTS

In an effort to strengthen the New- 
ton High School football team for 
its game against Brockton High at 
the Dickinson stadium, Newtonville, 
tomorrow afternoon Coach Ralph San- 
born will probably start several re- 
serve candidates in positions hereto- 
fore held down by so-called regulars.

EVERETT OVERPOWERS 
NEWTON 21 TO 4 WITH 
FOUR QUICK SCORES 

Displaying a powerful offensive and 
a crushing defense the high-geared 
Everett High school footbnll team 
overpowered n game Newton High 
School eleven In the annual Columbus 
Day contest between the rival schools 
at Everett, 21 to 4. The Everett 
scores, comprising two touchdowns 
and a safety in the first period and 
a third touchdown and point by goal 
early in the second session were plied 
up within the first fifteen minutes of 
play as the Glldea coached outfit pro- 
tected its undefeated slate. After 
each Everett score the orange and 
black came back fighting gamely In 
an effort to stave oft defeat and al- 
though Everett completely dominated 
the first half Coach Sanborn's New- 
ton outfit wns entire master through- 
out the second half. Newton forced Ev- 
erett to yield two safeties, one of 
which many believe the officials 
should have ruled a Newton touch- 
down, and thus achieved the honor 
of being the first eleven to score 
against Everett this season. 

The blustery wind, blowing with 
gale-like force straight down the field, 
had a great deal to do with the 
outcome of the game.

tackle, crossing the goal standing up. 
The officials ruled no play and penal- 
ized the home team 5 yards. Gen- 
tile fumbled on the re-play and Savig- 
nano recovered to give Newton the 
ball for the fourth time in the game.

A DANGEROUS TRAFFIC SITUATION 

A collision between an automobile and a fire truck recently 
at the corner of Centre street and Centre avenue calls atten- 
tion to an existing danger which should be remedied. Fortunate- 
ly there was little damage done, but the situation should be 
corrected before a fatality or serious injury occurs because of 
existing conditions there. During week-days there is a consider- 
able volume of traffic on Centre street as well as through 
Vernon street and Centre avenue which intersect at close in- 
tervals. This traffic, in addition to the necessity of making a 
short turn, makes it extremely difficult for the fire apparatus 
to reach Centre street expeditiously. We are of the opinion that 
a traffic count at these points might well reveal the desirability 
of automatic traffic lights. The installation of two two-way 
lights would solve the problem. These lights could also have 
a control from the fire station which would enable the ap- 
paratus to go through with little difficulty. Some thought and 
attention should be given this problem before more serious 
accidents occur at this location, and it becomes a matter of 
locking the barn after the horse has been stolen.

engine, on the Democratic ticket. I 
do not mean to convey the impression 
that Robart is conducting a quiet 
campaign — far from it — but ho is soft- 
pedalling the fact that he is a Re- 
publican wearing the Democratic la- 
bel. Neither party is mentioned on 
his campnign card, although he does 
give credit to Republican Governor 
Frank G. Allen for his appointment 
to his present State position, as Di- 
rector of the Division on the Neces- 
saries of Life. Robart is accompanied 
on his rallies by a group of so-called 
Robart Serenaders who have lusty 
voices and no respect for pianos. They 
sing Robart and Curley victory songs 
with or without provocation. I do not 
suppose they do any harm, but I ques- 
tion whether McElroy will be defeated 
by their efforts. Robart is a distinct- 
ly attractive candidate. He is a force- 
ful speaker and know*s how to handle 
his audience. I believe he would get 
more votes by cutting out the vaude- 
ville and explaining, like Dick Mc- 
Cabe, independent candidate for Dis- 
trict Attorney, just what his qualifi- 
cations for Sheriff are, and just ex- 
actly why he can do a better job 
than McElroy. His slogan is, “Smash 
the County Ring!’’ Now, as a prac- 
tical matter, that does not mean much 
more than the slogan. “Down with 
political graft and down with the 
bosses!” Not one person in a hun- 
dred can tell you who or what the 
Ring is, although the “Big Six" are 
spoken of with much awe in strictly 
political circles. One of them is sup- 
posed to reside in Newton. 

A word now about McElroy, the 
preent incumbent. Frankly, if the 
issue were to be decided on the pub- 
lic platform, Robart would probably 
win. McElroy lacks appeal on the 
stump. You have to know him per- 
sonally or be sold on his merits by 
his army of loyal friends and sup- 
porters. Boiled down, his slogan ap- 
pears to be, "Keep me in office. I’m 
there now. and I know* the job.” To 
be sure, some people believe that Ro- 
bart was instrumental in placing Mc- 
Elroy where he is today. But what of 
it? Both men competed in the G. 
O. P. primary, and McElroy defeated 
Robart by an impressive margin. Ro- 
bart had his day in court and he 
lost. As I have stated once before in 
this column, I do not approve of the 
practice of running in both party pri- 
maries. Goodwin did the same thing 
in the gubernatorial contest. My vote 
will go to McElroy. partly because I 
am a reasonably staunch Republican, 
and partly because I think he has 
done a rather good job so far. Ro- 
bart has merit, however, and his in- 
dependence and courage are going to 
get him somewhere before he retires 
from politics. He tells me that he will 


an outstanding candidate on the Re- 
publican ticket. His Democratic op- 
ponent. William J. Coughlan, was de- 
feated for the Democratic nomination 
in 1932 by Mrs. Jessie W. Brooks of 
Cambridge, who was, in turn, defeat- 
ed by the Republican nominee, Mrs. 
Esther Andrews of Brookline, in the 
election, by 9,9-12 votes. Coughlan, 
however, polled little more than 25 
per cent of the Democratic primary 
vote. There w*ere nine candidates in the 
field, and Coughlan and Mrs. Brooks 
combined did not poll much more 
than 50 per cent of the total Demo- 
cratic vote. In other words, Coughlan 
is far from strong In his ow*n party. 
His record seems to be inconsequen- 
tial. and there ought to be no question 
whatsoever in the mind of any think- 
ing Republican, Democrat, or Inde- 
pendent. as to the best qualified man 
for the Governor’s Council. As a man 
and as a public servant, with a long 
and honorable record, Brooks com- 
pletely overshadow's Coughlan, and 
he would win by a heavy majority in 
ordinary times. Nowadays, how*ever, a 
man with a pleasing voice and politi- 
cal Intuition can dig up a lot of votes. 
Therefore, take nothing for granted, 
but be sure to mark your cross for 
Frank A. Brooks for Governor’s Coun- 
cil. 

The only other minor contest of im- 
portance is that for District Attor- 
ney in the Northern District. This is 
a three-cornered fight betw*een War- 
ren L. Bishop, Rep. Mayor Bruin of 
Low*ell, Dem., and Richard S. McCabe 
of Lexington, Ind. I am frank to say 
that if character, personality, and abil- 
ity were the sole issues in this con- 
test, I should not merely vote for Mc- 
Cabe, but I should earnestly urge his 
election. Bishop’s chief assets ap- 
pear to be the Republican label and 
the fact that lie is in office. I am 
unable to find very much else to 
commend him to the voters. McCabe 
has a splendid record of service under 
former District Attorney Robert T. 
Bushnell, whom I have reason to be- 
lieve shares my opinion regarding Mc- 
Cabe’s merit. The Democratic can- 
didate, Mayor Bruin, has his hands 
full taking care of his own city, and 
I imagine they would like to keep 
him on the job for the balance of his 
term of office. 

State Senator Arthur W. Hollis un- 
expectedly has a contest on his bunds: 
a gentleman from Marlboro by the 
name of Dalton will run on stickers, 
but rumor has it that Mr. Hollis is 
still securing his eight hours’ sleep.

underneath. Why? Because last year 
two very good friends of mine, man 
and wife, unwisely let things go un- 
til the iast minute and then hurriedly 
purchased a great number of dainty 
Christmas and New Year cards.

On Monday, October 16, a hearing 
was held at the State House before 
tlie State Board of Bank Incorpora- 
tions on the petition of the Newton 
Trust Company for a permit to open 
a branch bank in Weston.

About Town

The writer is not a "dry.” We be- 
lieved the 18th Amendment to be a 
curse on this country: we believe it 
to have been responsible for many of 
the ills which now oppress this na- 
tion. But, we are going to vote for 
Robert Luce for Congress despite the 
fact that he has been severely criti- 
cised for Ills attitude on the question 
of prohibition. It is alleged that Mr. 
Luce did not keep faith with his con- 
stituents in the matter of voting to 
repeal the 18th Amendment. Mr. Luce 
had repeatedly asserted that he 
would never agree to a recrudescence 
of the saloon evil. During the long 
years of so called prohibition nearly 
everyone who urged the repeal of pro- 
hibition asserted that they would op- 
pose the return of the saloon. What 
followed? When the 18th Amendment 
was repealed, in most States, includ- 
ing Massachusetts, the saloon re- 
turned. Not only are there many times 
more drinking places than before pro- 
hibition, even in proportion to the 
population, but they are conducted in 
a large percentage of cases In a man- 
ner that the toughest saloons in pre- 
prohibition years dared not be con- 
ducted. Prior to 1919, when the 18th 
Amendment went into effect, women 
were not allowed to drink in saloons 
and there was little drinking by wom- 
en in restaurants or hotels. The re- 
verse is now* all too evident. Thou- 
sands of voters in the 9th Congres- 
sional District who have been and 
are opposed to prohibition, will vote 
for Mr. Luce as a protest against the 
existent conditions in the dispensing 
of alcoholic beverage. 

His opponent. Mayor Russell, is a 
young man who gained political pres- 
tige largely on the prestige of his fath- 
er's name. That Mayor Russell Is 
an opportunist is evidenced by his ac- 
tion the past week in restoring a pay 
cut of 15 per cent which he levied 
some time ago on municipal employees 
of Cambridge This looks quite like 
“peanut politics." We do not agree 
with Mr. Luce on some of his poli- 
tical views, but we believe him to be 
sincere and ho has plenty of moral 
courage. He has “guts” enough to be 
one ot a small minority. And GOD 
knows we need a courageous minority 
in Congress toduy to fight against 
some of tho extravagance and chisel- 
ling which is being perpetrated under 
the guise of welfare relief.

eled nut only to the Everett 20. On 
third down, Newton tried a pass. Joe 
Byrne was all alone over on the left 
but the Newton passer failed to nee 
him and tossed to the right where 
Everett defenders grounded the ball. 
Taking possession of the hall on 
downs, Everett attempted to kirk but 
Underwood’s boot was carried hack by 
the wind for an automatic safety for 
Newton Shortly after the kickoff, 
which Newton received, Savignano 
placed a punt close to the Everett 
goal. As Underwood went to pick up 
the ball it struck him in the face and 
bounced over the goalline. After a mad 
scramble for the ball It was finally 
revealed In the arms of Howard Mil- 
ner, Newton tackle, bver the Everett 
goal. After some discussion the offi- 
cials finally ruled It a safety instead 
of a touchdown on the grounds that 
after the ball had struck Underwood 
in the face he again got possession of 
it in the Everett end zone when the 
whistle blew and the play became 
dead. After the ensuing kickoff from 
the Everett 20-yard line. Newton again 
marched to the Everett 32-yard line 
with a couple of completed forward 
passes as the period ended. 

Fourth Period 

Newton's advance was stopped and 
Callahan, sub-fullback, kicked outside 
on the Everett 10-yard stripe. A re- 
turn kick gave Newton the ball on 
their 42-yard line and with a second 
string backfield on the job Newton be- 
gan to go places. Two successive first 
downs carried Newton deep into Ever- 
ett territory with the home team Anal- 
ly getting possession of the ball on 
downs on their own 15-yard stripe. 
Features of this advance were a 12- 
yard gain by McLeod on a lateral 
pass play and consistent line rushes 
by McLeod and O’Connell. Everett 
could not gain and was forced to 
kick. The kick had to be called back 
for an Everett penalty and finally 
Underwood got off a kick which went 
outside at Everett 30 and Newton had 
another opportunity. Coach Sanborn 
sent his first string players in but 
they failed to prodace a score, a 15- 
yard penalty costing them more than 
the distance they gained. A fumble 
of a high pass from centre on fourth 
down gave Everett the ball on the 
Newton 45. This was the first time 
in the second half that Everett had the 
ball in Newton territory. A 5-yard 
penalty set them back to midfield 
and another set them back on their 
own side of the field with Newton 
getting the ball on an Everett punt 
to the Newton 28-yard line. On the Anal 
play of the game Savignano passed to 
Moore for a 25-yard gain. The dusky 
Newton fullback was almost in the 
clear but before he could gather speed 
in an attempt to dodge the Everett 
safety man he was overtaken from be- 
hind.

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Luce Rally at 
Newton Centre 
Draws Crowd 

Mayor Weeks, Speaker Salton- 
stall and Ex-Mayor Hat- 
field Also Speak 

The hall at the Newton Centre Wom- 
an’s Club was well filled last night by 
several hundred persons who attended 
a public meeting in honor of ( on- 
gressman Robert Luce. The meeting 
was presided over by Hon. Charles L. 
Hatfield. The first speaker was May- 
or Weeks who lauded the record of 
Mr. Luce and assured him of the loy- 
alty of Newton Republicans. Mayor 
Weeks said that Mr. Luce 1ms been 
criticized for his alleged opposition 
to President Roosevelt but that it is 
impossible to find men in public life, 
all of whose public acts satisfy every- 
one. He said the proper way to guage 
an officeholder is to balance those 
things he has done with which one 
agrees, with those things he has done 
with which one disagrees. He said that 
if the voters of the 9th District con 
sider Mr. Luce on this basis, they sure- 
ly must admit he is well in the black 
ink. 

Mayor Weeks said it is important 
not only to retain the Republicans now 
in Congress, but to add to their num- 
bers, in order to have a constructive 
fighting minority to offset the two- 
thirds majority of the Democrats. A 
majority which has been suspending 
the rules at will, and which appropri- 
ated $7,000,000,000 in twenty minutes 
during the closing hours of the last 
session of Congress. The Mayor told 
of meeting a prominent Democratic 
member of Congress from North Caro- 
lina recently. This Congressman said 
it would be a crime not to return Mr. 
Luce to Congress as he is among the 
ablest and most constructive members 
of that body. 

Leverett Saltonstall, Speaker of the 
House., coincided with the Mayor in 
urging the return of Republican mem- 
bers of Congress. Mr. Saltonstall 
stressed the fact that Massachusetts 
years ago enacted humanitarian legis- 
lation which only recently has been 
adopted as emergency measures of

More Arrests 
For Drunkenness 
In This City 

Arrests For Drunken Driving 
Increase 25% 


The report of James P. Gallagher, 
clerk of the Newton District Court, for 
the year ending Sept. 30 shows that 
there was a large increase in the num- 
ber of arrests for drunkenness over 
the preceding year. From Oct. 1, 1932, 
to Sept. 30, 1933, the number of per- 
sons arrested in Newton for drunken- 
ness totalled 517, and the number ar- 
rested for driving automobiles while 
under the influence of liquor totalled 
(57. From Oct. 1, 1933, to Sept. 30, 
1934, the number of arrests for drunk- 
enness totalled 933, and the total ar- 
rests for drunken driving — 82. 

To offset the big increase in arrests 
for drunkenness, there was a decided 
decrease in arrests for criminal of- 
fences. In the preceding year such ar- 
rests totalled 2423; for the year just 
concluded — 1802. This does not mean 
that fewer persons are violating laws. 
The answer is — that Newton police 
are paying less attention to violations 
of automobile laws. For the year end- 
ing Sept. 30, 1933, the total number of 
automobile cases brought into the 
Newton court was 1444; for the year 
ending Sept. 30, 1934, the total was 
513.

Unique among the institutions for 
the aged in this country is one located 
here in Newton which in reality is not 
an institute hut a real home in the 
true sense of the word — a home for 
aged people which the trustees or di- 
rectors of other such homes might well 
pattern after. 

The Stone Institute and Newton 
Home for the Aged, located on Eliott 
at., Newton Upper Falls, was founded 
through the generous bequest of Mr. 
Joseph Stone, at one time a prominent 
Boston business man and resident of 
West Newton. His will provided .for a 
trust fund to be known as the Stone 
Institute. One-half of the fund was to 
be used for the erection of buildings 
suitable as n home for elderly peo- 
ple. while the income of the remaining 
Half was to be used toward the main- 
tenance of the home. 

Four years following Mr. Stone’s be- 
quest, the small group of men who 
formed the corporation to carry out 
his wishes located an ideal spot for the 
home in the Otis Pettee Estate in 
Newton Upper Falls. The old Pettee 
Mansion was renovated and many of 
the rooms were provided with furnish- 
ings contributed by members of the 
corporation. Formal dedication of the 
home then took place on May 4. 1899. 

Since its dedication, the officers and 
directors have endeavored to carry 
out the wishes of Mr. Stone, its 
founder, in the operation of the home 
and the care of the elderly people who 
reside there. They have endeavored 
to extend the capacity of the home and 
make available its many comforts to 
as many people as would be consist- 
ent with sound and conservative 
management. 

Tile objective of the officers has 
been to make the Stone Institute just 
as much a home as it is humanly pos- 
sible by providing a congenial envir- 
onment and freedom for its elderly 
occupants, as well is proper medical, 
dental and rest facilities for those who 
are sick. Nothing explains this objec- 
tive better than the words of Mr. Jo- 
seph Byers, who was for twenty-five 
years Vice President of the Board of 
Directors: 

“We have only one desire; that all 
the inmates should he contented and 
happy and to disabuse their minds as 
much as possible of the idea that it is 
a charitable institution. Every in- 
mate has paid full admission fee and 
is entitled to our watch and care for 
the remainder oi life." 

Everything is done u) make the lives 
of those entering the Home comfort- 
able under the personal supervision 
of the Matron. Clara E. Frost. Plach 
occupant has an individual room suit- 
ably furnished, and is provided with 
good meals and clothing. The health 
of each individual is carefully looked 
after through the generous services ot 
Dr. Caroline Wentworth, Dr. Harold G. 
Giddings and Dr. C. A. Thompson. 
The services of an oculist, dentist, or 
chiropodist art? also supplied when 
needed. The Home has a large lot in 
the Newton Cemetery and interment 
is made there unless the individual has 
a personal lot. All burial expenses are 
taken care of by the Home. 

Besides protecting the health of the 
occupants, care is also taken to safe- 
guard their lives. Knowing that the 
occupants of the Home are advanced 
in years and some of them are sick or 
infirm, the directors realized that in 
the event of fire there would be more 
of a hazard than if the buildings were 
occupied by younger people. Conse- 
quently the directors had installed this 
year the most modern Gamewell auto- 
matic fire alarm equipment and a 
Rockwood Sprinkler System which 
gives the occupants the best possible 
protection against fire. 

Although the financial maintenance 
is sound for the Home as it stands to- 
day, there is urgent need for a larger 
building and infirmary. With the last 
wing added in 1915, the Home accom- 
modates twenty-five persons, but to 
meet the urgent demands for admis- 
sion. provisions should be made to 
care for double this number and also

NEWTON OVERCOMES 
TWELVE POINT LEAD 
TO BEAT BROCKTON 

The Newton High School football 
team found itself last Saturday after- 
noon. With four games already past 
history and with but one victory and 
one tie to Its credit the orange and 
black eleven had failed to live up to 
expectations. Tnking the field on Sat 
urday Coach Sanborn’s team was 
rolled bock by a fast-stepping high 
geared Brockton machine. In less 
than ten minutes of play the visitors 
had chalked up two touchdowns to 
take a twelve-point lend. Fortunate- 
ly for Newton both attempts at the 
point after touchdown had failed. Ap- 
parently doomed to overwhelming de- 
feat the Newton sqund suddenly came 
to life early in the second period 
when Brockton found Itself in a hole. 
A 15-yard penalty set the visitors back 
on their 1-yard line and the complex- 
ion of the game entirely changed. The 
resulting Brockton kick gave New- 
ton the ball on the visitor’s 35-yard 
stripe. Savignano was tossed for a 
3-yard loss when he tripped over his 
own interference. Then came the 
plav which put new life into the San 
horn-coached outfit. Savignano took 
the ball from centre, fnded back and 
tossed a long pass to Captain Gus 
Castoldi who had raced deep into the 
Brockton secondary and then cut over 
to the right side of the field. The 
move put him beyond the Brockton 
defence as Savignano’s pass nestled 
in his arms.

Tlie Newton High School football 
team will meet another strong oppo- 
nent tomorrow nfternoon at the Dick- 
inson Stadium when Coach Jimmy Le- 
Caln brings his Quincy High School 
outfit here.

“Who Lives Here?” 

There’s going to be another census 
early in 1935 but the method of ex- 
tracting information will he painless. 
If you’re naturally hospitable you may. 
of course, invite your official caller to 
come In and sit down, but that won’t 
be really necessary. He will not have 
a big hook to hold on his lap. with 
countless intimate questions to be an- 
swered at length. As far as that is 
concerned you may feel slighted when 
you find his call Is so brief. Unlike 
the Federal enumerator, he won’t im- 
press you as at all inquisitive. 

In this affair the State, through the 
cities and towns, is merely to check- 
up on the population. There was a 
time when the State wanted to know 
about everything — parentage, nation- 
ality, occupation, complexion, color of 
eyes and hair and all the little details 
except possibly your favorite brand of 
tooth paste. Back in 1924, however, 
the State decided to cut out all frills. 
Seems it cost too much and didn’t 
mean a great deal. At least that’s 
the way they reasoned. 

Now it’s very simple. Beginning 
any time after Jan. 1, each city and 
town must record the name and ad- 
dress of every inhabitant. They may 
not even inquire as to ages, although 
that point has yet to be determined. 
As long as the job is up to each mu- 
nicipality it is likely that policemen 
will do the work. One way to ’save 
money, you see. All that it will amount 
to will be a count of noses. Nothing to 
get sniffy about unless you happen to 
have a cold in the nose when the po- 
liceman calls. 


Safe for the Winter 

Although I have had no training in 
the art of closing a Summer cottage 
for the Winter I like to be helpful at 
all times and therefore readily accom- 
panied a friend who suggested I as- 
sist at such a ceremony. We drove 
to a pleasant rural retreat where he 
and his family spend the four warmer 
months.

LUCE ISSUES PROHIBITION 
STATEMENT 



(Editor’s note — The following state- 
ment has been received from Con- 
gressman Luce in reference to his 
stand against the repeal of prohibi- 
tion:) 

“My vote on the repeal of the 
Eighteenth Amendment was in con- 
formity with my statement widely cir- 
culated throughout the District two 
years ago. The Republican platform, 
utter expressing the belief that a re- 
peal amendment should lie submitted, 
allowing the States to deal with the 
problem as their citizens might de- 
termine. said this ‘should be subject 
always to the power of the Federal 
Government to protect those States 
where prohibition may exist and safe- 
guard our citizens everywhere from 
the return of the saloon and attendant 
abuses.’ Mr. Hoover declared that 
‘there must be absolute guarantees in 
the Constitution against the return of 
the saloon.’ As submitted to the 
House and pushed through without 
opportunity for change, the repeal 
amendment made no provision against 
return of the saloon. It could not con- 
sistently be approved in such form 
by one who had given his constituents 
to understand that he would vote for 
submitting an amendment according 
with the Republican platform and its 
interpretation by the Republican can- 
didate for President.”

"I think 1 can answer that." or "if my 
memory serves, etc.” No siree, they 
make their declaration in a deep, 
strong voice and in such a manner 
that all listeners are not only duly 
impressed, hut completely awed. No 
one dures challenge them, in short, 
when they muke u bluff they make a 
good one. 


Speaks at Local 
Rotary Club on 
‘Whither America’ 


The Newton Rotary Club speaker at 
the meeting on Monday of this week 
was James M. Matthews, of Babson 
Institute, a member of the Boston Ro- 
tary Club, his subject being "Whither 
America.” “Where will America be 
in 18 months, where in ten vears?” 
he asked. 

After pic turing the drought area as 
Mr. Matthews saw it on a tour of the 
country, the sadness of which one 
could not easily exaggerate, he de- 
clared that in spite of this he was 
optimistic. Our economic condition 
is better than it was eighteen months 
ago. This is the testimony of thirty- 
one states . At the end of another 
eighteen months, the speaker feels 
certain that there will be another 
considerable advance for the reason 
that the capital goods industry, neg- 
lected now for four or five years, is 
bound to come back. The PWA. too. 
in "priming the pump” is bound to 
do its part in improved conditions. 

Mr. Matthews is not worrying about 
inflation. “For a creditor nation like 
ours to inflate Is not dangerous if it 
is done for a purpose." he said. “A 
28 billion debt is only about ten per 
cent of our capital worth, and this 
is no cause for worry. The World 
War alone cost us 40 billion in two 
years.” 

Turning to the outlook ten years 
from now. Mr. Matthews says that 
depends on what we individualistic 
Americans will do. We surely can- 
not go back to the dog-eat-dog policies 
of rugged individualism. Nor do we 
want to swing to Fascism. No. we 
must go ahead with an economic plan. 
We must continue to experiment with 
codes until they work equitably. If 
we think Mr. Roosevelt is a dictator, 
we don’t know what a dictator is. He 
had the power to become a dictator 
eighteen months ago. but he was too 
wise. We are on the right track now 
and if we follow sane leadership, 
America will sit pretty ten years from 
now. 

In closing, the speaker made an 
earnest plea for Rotary leadership in 
bringing to pass a happier economic 
state. Rotarians must stand for the 
new type of competitive co-operation 
and work hard for a planned economy.

Improvement Assn. Discusses 
Sidewalk Bicycle Riding 

The executive committee of the 
Newtonville Improvement Association 
met last Friday evening at the home 
of Mr. F. C. Alexander of Fair Oaks 
avenue to discuss a number of local 
matters. Among the matters dis- 
cussed was the growing practice of 
bicycle riding on the sidewalks in 
the business sections and near the 
schools. 

Several accidents resulting in more 
or less serious injury to elderly per- 
sons being knocked down by bicycle 
riders on the sidewalks, together 
with the gathering of wheels and 
riders in groups on the walks in the 
business section and near the schools 
has brought the complaint that pedes- 
trians are endangered, and forced 
from the walks by careless and fre- 
quently reckless riders. This viola- 
tion of the use of sidewalks is close- 
ly tied up with the hazard to the citi- 
zens by careless and reckless automo- 
bile drivers. 

Some believe little can be done to 
| change human conduct in the use of 
streets and sidewalks, and demand 
the enforcement of ordinances and 
laws. The Improvement Association 
doesn't put much faith in that proce- 
dure unless the parents and public 
generally are willing to conform. Cer- 
tainly the increasing number of ac- 
cidents. injuries and deaths from au- 
tomobile accidents shows that we can- 
not rely on laws, signs and signals. 
It believes that we must get the at- 
tention of the public and particularly 
of parents. People are moved more 
by sentiment than by reason, and 
surely there is ground for sentiment 
when children are involved as in the 
increasing use of the bicycle. The As- 
sociation does not care to lend its 
influence to forcing such boys and 
girls into our streets, now overcrowd- 
ed in the business sections by auto- 
mobiles. and which would certainly 
mean the killing or maiming of some 
of these youngsters. 

The Association does believe that 
by enlisting the interest and co-oper- 
ation of parents, most young people 
will respond to the recognition of the 
danger to, and the rights of. older 
people in the use of our sidewalks. 
It believes that the practice should 
be stopped iu the vicinity of our stores 
where walks and streets are both 
crowded, that fast and reckless rid- 
ing — and gatherings — should be pro- 
hibited. 

The Association proposes to bring 
this subject to the attention of both 
parents and children through schools 
and organizations such as clubs, 
vouug people's societies, scouts, etc., 
•long with educational efforts al- 
r» tdy in use regarding the increasing 
and ghastly automobile accident rec- 
ord. 

Other matters discussed related to 
a new playground for the Frank A. 
Day Junior High School, and the ob- 
servance of the ordinance regulating 
the height of store awnings. A con- 
tribution of twenty-five dollars was 
voted to the Community Chest. Res- 
olutions on the death of Charles D. 
Cabot, one of the founders of the 
Association in 1904, were also adopt- 
ed.

Mrs. A. H. Shannon, Public Health 
committee; Mrs. Benjamin D. Miller, 
Social committee; nnd Mrs. George

In the 
absence of Mrs. Samuel N. Braman, 
Mrs. Sidney B. Thomas, treasurer, 
read the proposed budget which was 
offered for acceptance by the Finance 
committee and whicli was approved by 
the Board. 

Having received many requests for 
a repetition of Home Visiting Day 
which was so successful last year, 
Mrs. Clarence H. Spike, the Ameri- 
can Home chairman, outlined tenta- 
tive plans for a special day to be 
sponsored by her committee; tills day 
to include visits of a different nature 
which would probably call for the 
co-operntion of some of the other 
committees, ninking a most interest- 
ing tour. 

The Civics committee was repre- 
sented by Mrs. Joseph C. McCarron, 
vice-chairman, who brought the mes- 
sage from Mrs. Robert Bonner, chair- 
man. that during September, 2,296 ar- 
ticles, mostly for children, were dis- 
tributed from the Clothes Room. 
Many of these were new, purchased 
with money from the Mayor’s Relief 
Fund, nnd many were articles of cloth- 
ing made by the women who are em- 
ployed at sewing in the City Hall. 
Very satisfactory reports of the sys- 
tem now being used of supplying all 
clothing from the clothes Room have 
been received from the school nurses 
and teachers. Mrs. McCarron stressed 
the need for contributions to the 
Clothes Room. The supply badly 
needs replenishing, and while clothes 
in good condition are of course de- 
sirable, donors should not hesitate to 
offer clothing which may be fairly 
well worn. Such articles serve as 
substitutes when the more substan- 
tial ones need laundering or mend- 
ing, and anything past wearing is for- 
warded to the Morgan Memorial. 
Shoes, if it seems justifiable, are 
mended by tlie cobblers at the City 
Home, and will outwear, many times, 
the new ones of a cheaper grade 
which the committee is able to pur- 
chase. The Civics or Community Ser- 
vice chairmen in the various clubs 
will be glad to attend to the collect- 
ing of articles if notified. This de- 
partment of club work should receive 
tlie serious attention and the help of 
every family who can spare any cloth- 
ing. 

The Conservation chairman, Mrs.

4— For the intelligent, unselrish par- 
ticipation of the citizenry in the elec- 
tion. 

5 — For our nation in all its needs, 
that it may repent of its sins and pray 
that the blessiug of the God of ua 
tious may abide upon it. 

6— For the National W. C. T U. 
Convention, that it may be a Pente- 
cost of power, sending the organiza- 
tion out prepared of God to overcome 
the evil of drink. 
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ELECTION REFERENDA 

At the election on November 6 the voters in Newton will 
have the opportunity to express their views upon four matters 
of public interest. The four referenda to be submitted in the 
order in which they will appear on the ballot relate to (1) the 
anti steel-trap law; (2) the granting of liquor licenses; (3) the 
legalization of the pari-mutuel system of betting on horse and 
dog races; and (4) the instruction to Representatives in the 
General Court as to whether or not they shall vote in favor 
of membership of the United States in the League of Nations. 
Anti-Steel Trap Law 

The first question is one which may prove to be confusing 
in the minds of the voters and a little explanation might well 
be given. At the State election in 1930 a majority of about 
327,000 voters favored the adoption of an anti-steel trap law 
prohibiting the use of steel-jawed or other traps not designed 
to kill outright or to take an animal unhurt. A provision in this 
law made it possible to use such traps to rid property of vermin 
where such traps were used within fifty feet of a building, 
cultivated plot or enclosure. This law was amended slightly 
by the next Legislature but the import of the act was not 
changed. The Legislature of 1934 enacted a new anti-trapping 
law as an “emergency act” over the opposition of the Humane 
Trapping Council which, however, succeeded in getting a ref- 
erendum to the law. The new law would make it possible for a 
city or town to vote at its municipal election to suspend or re- 
store to operation that section prohibiting the use of steel traps 
after the question had been put upon the ballot by petition of 
a small number of voters. In brief the question which the voters 
will decide this November will be whether or not there shall be 
local option on the anti-steel trap law. Friends and supporters 
of the humane cause, or those who feel that there should be no 
change in the law of 1930 should bear in mind that they are not 
voting directly to sustain the act adopted at that time but that 
they should vote to reject the new so-called “local option trap- 
ping law.” To carry out this purpose the vote should be NO and 
if Buch vote prevails the humane trapping act remains in full 
force and effect. 

Local Liquor Licenses 

The second question, relating to local liquor licenses, is di- 
vided into two separate and distinct votes. The first vote is to 
determine whether or not all kinds of liquor licenses shall be 
issued in Newton. The second vote determines whether or not 
licenses for wines and malt beverages will be legalized. Thus 
a city or town may vote to have no license whatever, licenses 
for malt beverages and wines only, or for licenses of. all kinds. 
Newton voted for license at the special election held for this 
purpose last June and accordingly a License Commission was 
established which has issued licenses for the various uses. De- 
spite the contention that these licenses have brought additional 
revenue to the city to an amount which affects the tax rate to 
the extent of between thirty and forty cents it undoubtedly is 
largely responsible for the large increase in arrests for drunk- 
enness in this city. The report of the Clerk of Courts for the 
year ending September 30th shows that this figure has jumped 
from 517 the previous twelve months to 933 in the last twelve 
months. There has also been nearly a twenty-five per cent in- 
crease in drunken driving cases, from sixty-seven to eighty-two. 
At the special election in 1933 a small percentage of the voters 
expressed their opinion on the question of license. The question 
is one which is of great importance and with a large vote an- 
ticipated on November 6th it is probable that a true expression 
of opinion will be obtained. For the best interests of the city 
as a whole we believe that a NO vote should prevail. 

Legalized Betting 

The third question on the ballot will be as to whether or not 
the pari-mutuel system of betting on licensed horse races shall 
be permitted in this county. A separate vote will also be taken 
on the matter of dog races. At the last session of the legislature 
a law was enacted setting up the system and making it possible 
to operate such races upon approval of the voters of each 
county. It is clearly indicated that some counties will favor 
legalized betting in view of the fact that considerable revenues 
are being lost to the state through the operation of the pari- 
mutuel system in New Hampshire and Rhode Island. In our 
opinion there is a more fundamental question involved as to the 
desirability of deriving revenue by appealing to a human weak- 
ness which uncontrolled leads to poverty and oftentimes dis- 
honesty. Vote NO on the legalization of betting. 

The League of Nations 

The last question on the ballot is to determine the opinion 
of the voters on the question of membership of the United 
States in the League of Nations. The specific question asked is 
whether or not the Newton Representatives in the General 
Court shall be instructed to vote to request the president of 
the United States and the Senate to join the League of Nations 
with such reservations as they may deem wise. We are pub- 
lishing information on the question in another column that the 
voters in general may know more about the League of Nations. 
In our opinion the League is a valuable agency in promoting 
international arbitration and better understanding. Its worth is 
dependent, however, upon the extent to which it is backed by 
public opinion. 


A THREATENING SITUATION 

A three-cornered contest for the office of District Attorney 
of Northern Middlesex County is attracting considerable inter- 
est among the voters. The present District Attorney, Warren 
L. Bishop, is a candidate for re-election. He is being opposed 
by Mayor Bruin of Lowell, the Democratic candidate, and 
Richard McCabe of Lexington, a former assistant district at- 
torney and an independent candidate. Without reservations we 
endorse the candidacy of Mr. Bishop. The office, as in prac- 
tically very other county, is one in which the District Attorney 
is obliged to face severe criticism for the position he takes on 
various matters to a degree far greater than almost any other 
holder of public office. There seems little doubt but that the 
candidacy of Mr. McCabe is originally based upon a difference 
of opinion with Mr. Bishop. Persons who are led to bolt Mr. 
Bishop for Mr. McCabe may be surprised the day after elec- 
tion to find that they have unwittingly elected Mr. Bruin to 
the position.

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A TIMELY SUGGESTION 


The Congressional and Senatorial 
Contests 


A Newtonville reader makes a timely and interesting sug- 
gestion in urging the erection of a waiting room at the in- 
tersection of Commonwealth avenue and Walnut street near the 
city hall for those who are obliged to use bus service to reach 
that point. Our reader states “they have to stand at the windy 
intersection anywhere from fifteen minutes to a half hour” 
after going to city hall to pay a tax bill or for whatever business 
they may nave there. We well remember the displeasing ap- 
pearance of the corner there prior to the improvement of the 
site of city hall. It would be possible to construct an inex- 
pensive waiting room in harmony with the beautiful surround- 
ings. With cold and wintry weather approaching such a project 
would be greatly appreciated by many. 


Candor compels the admission that 
Congressman Robert Luce’s chances 
against Mayor Richard M. Russell are 
better than those of Robert M. Wash- 
burn against Senator David I. Walsh. 
So we will treat the Congressional 
contest first. 

For a background, let us remember 
that Luce defeated Frederick S. Dei- 
trick of Cambridge by 4.753 votes in 
the 1932 election. Luce received 
61.178. and Deitrick 56.425. William 
B. Smith of Brookline, running on the 
Prohibition ticket, received 1,417 votes, 
and there were 6.006 blanks. This 
was the first election following the re- 
districting of the State. Prior to 1932. 
Luce represented the old thirteenth 
District, where he obtained majorities 
of 20.831 in 1928 and 11,670 in 1930. 
It would seem as though the Republi- 
cans did not gain very much by the 
re-districting, in this territory. 

In my judgment. Luce’s back was 
pretty much against the wall in the 
early part of October, but he has made 
substantial progress in the past two 
weeks. This is due to three factors: 
First, he has thrown himself whole- 
heartedly into the fight, thus acknowl- 
edging the seriousness of the situa- 
tion; he is speaking constantly, all 
over the district, although more fre- 
quently in the thickly populated cen- 
ters. Three nights ago I caught up 
with him at an enthusiastic Water- 
town rally — his sixth speaking engage- 
ment of the evening. He is campaign- 
ing with more vigor and fire than ev- 
er before, and is a pleasing contrast 
to his opponent, who has been liter- 
ally crashing the gate all over the dis- 
trict. addressing Posts of the Ameri- 
can Legion ami numerous other or- 
ganizations. Russell actually inva- 
ded Nutting’s-on-the-Charles, a local 
dance-hall, and was booed by the 
oung people for interrupting one of 
their dances. I rather admire Luce 
for his general attitude and deport- 
ment. He is quietly giving an account 
of his stewardship, and scoring many 
telling points. You do not have to be 
a Republican in order to warm up to 
our present Congressman, and my 
guess is that he will pull through if 
lie maintains the same steady pace 
until November 6, and can persuade 
his thousands of friends and admirers 
to work unceasingly to bring out a 
huge CJ.O.P. vote on election day. 

The second factor is the impetus 
given the Luce campaign by the for- 
mation of a strong campaign commit- 
tee headed by Mayor Sinclair Weeks 
of Newton. Mr. George Drury of Wal- 
tham is the treasurer. A large re- 
ception and rally was held at New- 
ton Centre last night, with Congress- 
man Luce, Mayor Weeks, former May- 
or Hatfield, and Hon. Leverett Salt- 
onstall as the stellar attractions. 

The third factor is the mistakes 
which Russell has been making. Some 
of his campaign alliances will prove 
damaging, and his judgment may be 
questioned in various instances, of 
which I have already mentioned one. 
In Newton, Russell has opened up 
headquarters in company with Will- 
iam J. Goughian, a Democratic candi- 
date for Governor’s Council, who is 
proving to be a source of considerable 
embarrassment to some of the more 
substantial leaders of Democracy in 
the District. This particular combi- 
nation may result in reducing Frank 
A. Brooks’ anticipated heavy plurality 
over Coughlan in the Council fight; 
but conversely, it will seriously dam- 
age Russell’s prospects against Cong- 
ressman Luce. Again, Russell has 
tied himself to the Presidential coat- 
tails alongside of Jumes Michael Cur- 
ley. Those who want another rubber 
stump in Congress will, of course, vote 
for Russell. So will those who think 
that the sun rises and sets when lit- 
tle Jimmy Roosevelt arises and retires 
each day. Jimmy wants Russell in 
Congress, hut aH a writer in the Trans- 
cript Mail Bag said on October 23rd, 
“Mr. James Roosevelt, in his radio 
talk last evening, certainly gave us ev- 
ery reason in the world why he should 
return Mr. Luce to Washington and 
keep Mr. Russell at home.” The 
Transcript captioned this contribu- 
tion, “Campaigning in Reverse." 

It is a curious fact that thousands 
of voters who like Russell ure going 
to vote ugainst him in order to retain 
him as Muyor of Cambridge, where he 
has a man-sized job on his hands. 
There are other thousands who have 
no use for him whatsoever, and many 
of them uru Democrats who are going 
to vote for him becuuse they want to 
get him out of the wuy in Cambridge. 
However, Russell will probably carry 
Cambridge, but he will need a big ma- 
jority there to overcome Lucc’h sub- 
stantial lead in Newton, Brookline, 
arm surrounding territory. 

We come now to the Senatorial but- 


tle between Robert M. Washburn and 
David I. Walsh. Here we have a battle 
of giants, the intellectual versus the 
physical. If only Washburn could get 
Walsh on the same platform, he could 
dispose of him in short order. It was 
once said of the G. O. P. candidate 
that he could demolish the average 
United States senator in about twelve 
words. Unfortunately for the Republi- 
can party, Washburn has not been as 
constantly in the public eye as Walsh. 
It is nearly twenty years since he held 
public office. He was a brilliant mem- 
ber of both branches of the State 
Legislature in the decade preceding 
the World War. Since that time he has 
been known chiefly as the writer of 
'“Washburn’s Weekly” in the Monday 
evening Transcript, a writer for Wor- 
cester and Springfield papers, and as 
the extremely active President of the 
Roosevelt Club of Massachusetts 
(T. R. and not F. D.), Washburn has 
the better brain, but Walsh will prob- 
ably have the more votes, — a frequent 
miscarriage of justice In the political 
arena. However, there are signs that 
Walsh’s big lead is being slowly but 
surely whittled down. For one thing, 
he has at last recognized Washburn 
os his opponent by attacking him, — 
not directly, but through the medium 
of one of his henchmen. Curiously 
enough, Washburn, in a very stimulat- 
ing radio address a few nights ago, 
was taking Walsh to task for osten- 
sibly conducting a campaign on a high- 
minded plane, while arranging for a 
little dirt to be thrown by his support- 
ers. Lo and behold, along comes a 
Mail Bag contributor to a Boston pa- 
per, praising Walsh for his “dignified 
and consistent campaign work”! It 
seems that Washburn’s Labor record 
was criticized by the senior Senator, 
but the facts are all in favor of the 
G. O. P. candidate. For example, he 
was the leader in the fight for the 
48-hour bill for women and minors in 
Massachusetts, one of the most vital 
and far-reaching Labor bills in his- 
tory. 

Now in estimating Washburn’s 
chances, do not overlook the following 
fact: Walsh is obviously weaker than 
ever before in his own party and 
among independent voters. The rumor 
of a Bacon-Walsh alliance (in Demo- 
cratic circles only) shows this, al- 
though Walsh’s secret desire to defeat 
Curley is a contributing factor. Bacon, 
however, is very strong for Washburn, 
as is shown by the following letter 
which the Republican candidate for 
Senator has graciously given me for 
use in this column; 

"August 14, 1934. 
"Hon. Robert M. Washburn, etc. 

"Dear Bob; I was very much 
pleased by your article in last night’s 
Transcript, particularly your reference 
to my father. It was kind of you to 
go out of your way to help a fellow- 
candidate and you may rest assured 
that when you get Into the active fray 
and open up on Walsh, I will be ready 
and willing and eager to help you.

Furthermore, the very popular 
G. O. P. candidate for Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, John W. Haigis, is one of 
Washburn’s most active and enthusias- 
tic supporters, and this, coupled with 
Washburn’s former residence in Wor- 
cester, will give him a heavy vote in 
Western Massachusetts. 

Do not be surprised if Walsh re- 
ceives the smallest plurality in his en- 
tire Senatorial career. It is possible, 
though scarcely probable, that Walsh 
will be defeated. A Washburn victory 
would unquestionably strengthen the 
United States Senate, which is long on 
talk but short on brains.

President Roosevelt’s reconstruction 
and relief programs. He warned 
against further surrendering of State 
rights and urged that the people of 
this Commonwealth take heed before 
they nre further exploited for the hen 
efit of most of the other Stntes of 
this country. For every dollar taken 
from the people of Massachusetts in 
Federal taxes, only four cents are re 
turned. 

Congressman Luce was accorded 
hearty ovation. He alluded to candi- 
dates for office who ask for votes be- 
cause they promise to support Presi- 
dent Roosevelt on all matters, 
“rubber stamps" and "Yes Men." He 
stated that his long experience in Con- 
gress has given him a knowledge of 
affairs which redounds to the bene- 
fit n! his constituents. Referring to 
the blind support of the President, re- 
gardless of whether ho is right or 
wrong. Mr. Luce said that the Repub- 
lican Congressmen have been willing 
to be with Mr. Roosevelt on matters 
which they honestly believe to be for 
the best interests of this country. Talk 
ing of the billions expended for wel- 
fare, Mr. Luce said that while it is 
true that large numbers of deserving 
persons require relief, it is also true 
that much of the money expended for 
relief has gone and is going to thrift- 
less and undeserving. 

He stated that some of the drastic 
measures taken by the President are 
very harmful to the welfare of the 
country and not aids to future pros- 
perity. He said that the young college 
professors to whom the President has 
turned for advice during the past 
couple of years lack experience and 
knowledge of men. Mr. Luce assert- 
ed that the surrendering of their Con- 
stitutional rights and prerogatives by 
Congressmen has vested an enormous 
power in the hands of one man, which, 
if continued, would end personal lib- 
erty. He said that the placing of this 
power in one man’s hands, and the 
surrendering of representative power, 
augurs ill for the country; it is a repi- 
tition of the breaking down of a Re- 
publican form of government, just as 
former republics broke down when lib- 
erty was surrendered and dictator- 
ships established. He said dictator- 
ships are the vogue now’ in Europe, 
and he cited the power of Mussolini, 
Hitler, the late Chancellor Dolfuss and 
other dictators. He asked his hearers 
if they want such conditions here. He 
mentioned the rise to power of such 
demagogues as Curley, Upton Sinclair 
and Huey Long. He stated that it is 
not impossible, if the people continued 
to be fooled by demagogues, that 
Huey Long may become President. He 
told of the assertion by Sinclair that 
he would ignore the California Legis- 
lature should he be elected Governor 
of that State, and make himself a sort 
of dictator. He asked if the people of 
Massachusetts want this sort of thing 
here. He urged the people to return 
Republican Congressmen who will act 
as a bulwark against further confisca- 
tion of Democratic principles of gov- 
ernment. and the abolition of the 
rights of free men.

(Editor’s Note — As the voters of 
Newton will be asked at the coming j 
election to express their opinion as 
to the instruction of their Representa- 
tives in the General Court upon re- 
questing the President and the United 
States Senate to join the League of 
Nations we print herewith a number 
of questions and answers relating to 
the subject.) 

1. What is the League of Nations? 

An association of states, formed in 
1920, "to promote international co- 
operation and to achieve internation- 
al peace and security.” 

2. How has it grown? 

From the original 42 member states 
to a membership now of 57 including 
practically the whole of the civilized 
world except Afghanistan, Brazil, 
Costa Rica, Ecuador, Egypt, the Unit- 
ed States of America and Soviet Rus- 
sia. Costa Rica and Brazil withdrew 
in 1927 and 1928. Japan gave notice 
of withdrawal in March 1933 and Ger- 
many in October 1933 but withdrawal 
is not effective for two years. 

3. How is it supported? 

By annual contributions of member 
states assessed on a unit system of 
ability to pay. The 1934 budget is 
about six million — approximately the 
cost of two hours of war to the Uni 
ted States in 1918. 

4. What is the Assembly? 

An annual conference controls 
league finances, elects majority of 
Council and offers opportunity for 
public discussion on League activi- 
ties. 

5. What Is the Council? 

An executive committee of repre- 
sentatives of 15 member states which 
meets three times a year. The Coun- 
cil may be summoned on brief notice 
to consider situations threatening 
world peace. Action by Assembly 
and Council must ordinarily bo by 
unanimous vote. 

6. What is the Secretariat? 

A permanent staff of 700 experts 
at Geneva devoting entire time to 
routine and research work. 

7. The Settling of Disputes. 

The League 1ms bundled some 30 
controversies in several of which war 
threatened or uctuully was begun. 
(Greece-Dulgariu in 1925). In 1931 
the Munchuriun situation finally re- 
sulted in Japan's withdrawal from 
league in protest of Lytton Report 
and later adoption of a report by spe 
clul session of Assembly ou Feb. 24, 
1932, exonerating Cliiuu from hlumo, 


denying the existence of Manchukuo, 
and recommending settlement along 
the lnies of the Lytton report. 

8. How about disarmament? 

League members are bound by the 
Covenant to reduce armaments. A 
League Preparatory Committee 
worked nearly five years getting ready 
for World Disarmament Conference, 
which opened in February, 1932, and 
lias not yet completed its work. Spe- 
cial needs of each country, Hitler’s 
rise to power, and Germany’s with- 
drawal make prospect for arms re- 
duction now not hopeful. 

9. Refugees. 

One of the first tasks of the League 
was to return 430,000 war prisoners 
of 26 nationalities. Secured food and 
shelter for 1,500,000 Russiun refugee 
exiles. Refugee settlement commis- 
sion helped to find homes for 820, 
000 refugees in Greece, 25,000 in Rus 
slan Armenia and 120,000 in Bulgaria 
In October, 1933. the League initi 
ated formation of committee to con- 
sider problem of Jewish and other 
refugees from Nazi Germany. 

10. Health. 

Curried on effective warfare against 
epidemics in Eastern Europe, Africa, 
Far East and South America. 

11. Other Social Problems. 

Trying to stump out tralllc in women 
and children, slavery and slave trade 
wherever existent, and made impor- 
tant progress in the limitation of the 
manufacture of opium and other nar- 
cotic drugs. 

12. Finunciul and Economic Problems. 

Helped to avert financial collapse In 
Austria and Hungary in 1932 and in 
1933. Sponsored World Economic 
Conference in 1927 and in 1933. 

13. Control of Territory. 

League controls Sum- Valley (650,- 
000 inhabitants) until 1935 when ple- 
biscite will be held. Also stands be- 
hind local government of Free City of 
Dunzig (386,000 inhuhitunts). 

14. Mundates. 

Certain powers act us mandatories 
on behalf of Leuguo over territories 
taken from Germany and Turkey by 
treaties of Versailles uml Lausanne. 
Requires full reports eaeh year. 

15. Duos United States Co-operato? 

In many ways. Citizens ure mem- 
bers of league committees and delega- 
tions take part in conferences. Repre- 
sentatives in Geneva are In close 
touch with Leuguo activities. Not bu- 
ing a member the United Htutes 1ms 
no voice in directing League uffuirs 
uml makes no coutribution to Leugue 
expenses.

lars, but traps or other devices for pro- 
tection of property, set not more thun 
fifty yards from any building, cultivated 
plot, or enclosures used for rearing poul- 
try or gume birds, to the use of which 
the presence of vermin muy be detri- 
mental, are excluded from the applica- 
tion of this section. 

Section 105(J provides for the submis- 
sion to the voters ut a municipal election 
In any city or town upon petition, of the 
question of whether the operation of sec- 
tion 106B shall be suspended or if it has 
been already suspended, of the question 
whether It shall uguln be operative In such 
city or town. 

Section 1 14A provides that the Com- 
missioner of Conservation muy suspend 
the operation of section 105B for a period 
not exceeding thirty duys within uny 
specified territory under the control of 
his department. 

The law ulso provides for 
the submission, by the se- 
lectmen to the voters ut 
a special town meeting In 
the current yeur, upon 
petition, of the question as 
to whether the provisions 
of section 106B shall be 
suspended In uny town; 
and which wm approved by 
both branches of the Gen- 
eral Court by vote not re- 
corded, be upproved?

If the millions which have been and 
are being improperly expended bv the 
ERA and other relief projects, were 
given to persons really in need, it 
would not be necessary to reduce the 
small amounts paid to the great ma- 
jority of the unemployed. When one 
learns of large ERA weekly allotments 
to persons having political influence, 
persons not nearly as hard up ns 
those getting the small allotments, 
when one hears of persons of com- 
parative wealth drawing large salaries 
from the ERA. PWA and other so- 
called relief activities, when it is com- 
mon knowledge that large sums have 
been spent in payments to politicians 
and their henchmen, one observes the 
cutting down of payments to the or- 
dinary recipients with disgust. 

Daniel Boone was a man of vision. 
But, Daniel never had vision enough to 
imagine a trail being named after 
him away up in New England. Dan- 
iel’s activities were some hundreds of 
miles South of here. And it’s a safe 
bet that the Nonantum Indians didn’t 
climb the steep slope off Waban Hill 
when they travelled from their village 
in the valley between Waban and No- 
nantum’s hills on journeys to the sea- 
shore or in other directions. 

Death took an unusual toll of old 
people in Newton during the past 
week. Eight persons over 80 years 
of age died in the city; two of these 
were over 90 years of age. 

Since the new law relative to penal- 
ties for violations of parking ordin- 
ances went into effect, about a dozen 
persons have paid $3 fines to Clerk 
of Court Gallagher at West Newton. 
Tills number included a tew women. 
The offences for which these fines 
were paid included — double parking on 
streets, parking in front of driveways, 
parking on crosswalks and parking in 
restricted areas. 

A large number of girls and women 
smoke cigarettes these days. But. with 
few exceptions they possess enough 
brains and common sense to refrain 
trom intruding in smoking cars on sub- 
urban trains. The comparatively few 
giddy young things and she-niales who 
make a habit of riding in smoking 
cars, occupied mostly by middle-aged 
men, would not consider themselves 
smart, if they knew what these men, 
as well as the girls and women who 
ride in the regular coaches think of 
them. 

Twenty-seven persons were killed by 
automobiles in Massachusetts last 
week. Half of this number were pe- 
destrians. Over 35,000 persons have 
been killed yearly in this country by 
automobiles. Every day there are 
about 2300 automobile accidents in 
tile United States, 95 persons are 
killed and 3000 injured. A distin- 
guished police official from London 
who is making a tour of this coun- 
try, and who was in Boston tills week, 
expressed his astonishment that over 
1300 persons are killed annually by 
automobiles in Massachusetts. He 
contrasted this appalling slaughter 
with tile fact that there are only about 
30 murders in London yearly, and 
made the pertinent comment that the 
first duty of police is to protect the 
lives of the public. This comment 
on the part of the English police of- 
ficial coincides with similar comments 
we have made from time to time in 
this column. If our police gave half 
the attention to preventing needless 
slaughter by automobiles that they 
give to preventing possible bank ban- 
ditry and other forms or banditry, 
fewer persons would he “murdered'* 
by speeding, reckless and drunken 
autoists.
